HE Commiſſion by which you fit, is ſuch a Dawn 
Y of Fulfilling a part of the Prophecy, the follow- 

ing Treatiſe is uponz and that. was prepar'd be- 
fore any notice of ſuch a Commiſſion was publick ; that 
I cannot but preſent it ro youz and in you to the Sove- 
raign Authority, by which you conſult; that it may lye 
as a Chart of that Region, or State, to which you are to 
ſteer: I know very well, ſuch an Expoſition of Prophe- 
cy will look to many, like an Apocalyptical Romance 3 
But who, that conſiders, canbelieve, that ſo many Prophetic 
Symbols, and Matters of Fact could be contriv'd foto agree; 
Had not He who is Supreme in Prophecy, been Supreme 
Governour in all Events alſo; But Prophecy hath been 
always thus Entertain'd, even when Great Moments of it 
have been Fulfill'd, till the Myſtery come to be Finiſh 
I am ſenſible: alſo by the Apologetic Diſcourſe concerning 
this Commiſſzon ; There are Thoſe, that Fear, you ſhould 
do too much; But you will ſee there are much Greater 
Things, Chriſt expects from yon, and from all his Ser- 
vants, then may lye within your Commiſſion; and the 
Greateſt Fear is on the other ſide, that is, of doing too 
little; There is indeed ſuch a ſpace of Time, lying be- 
tween the preſent, and the Expiration of the Days of 
the Apoſtaſte, that It will not I fear be ſo Happy, as that 
there ſhould be a perfe&t Diſplace of all the Claie Foot-

JD Have ſo preſented the Following Prophetic Hiſtory of the Refor- 

mation, that I Foreſee, I ſhall pleaſe none of the Reformed, 

KL that are Hot, and Intemperate in their Zeal for a Party ; 

But T7 hope, I ſhall be Recommended to the Conſciences of 

All; and to the Acceptation of Thoſe, who are of a Largneſs of 

Spirit, Commenſurate to the Love, and Regard of Chriſt to all 
the Churches of the Reformation. 

For I have cloſely followed the Guidance of the Prophetic Sym- 
bols, and ſtarted neither to the Right Hand, zor to the Left 
from them, for either Fear, Favonr, or. Aﬀedtion, I can truly ſay 
in the preſence of God, T did not defign before Hand, what to ſay ; 
but as I receivd from the Prophecy in its whole Analogy, 
what to Speak; 7 have in All Things endeavwourd fo to Speak 
even according to thoſe Charafters compar'd together, that Prophe- 
Cy had fo long age engravenz And I cannot but be perſwaded mbo- 
ever conſiders, will ſee it by my care to weigh every the ſmalle& 
Notice of ſuch a Charadter, and to be led .dlong by it, neither bowing 
it contrary to it ef, nor Balking -#ts proper Tendencies : But 
ſo far as I could obtain Light from the Word, and Afjſtance 
from the Spirit of Pro whicher-chat was to go, [have 
gone; and gone ſtraight forward, and have neither Direned _ 
nor Returned. 

TWould not preſume to ſay, if any one be offended, let Himbe 
offended; But I muſt ſay to All ſo offended, whether it be Riglit 
to pleaſe God, or to pleaſe Men, judge ye. 

And ſurely the - Obſernation of Prophetical Types above 1600 
Years old, and Matters of Fadt following them, as .it were on the 
King's High way, without any. Turning; mult be as great an 
Argument, that the Interpretation #s of God; as it was to the Phi- 
' liſtines of old, an. Argument of the Hand of God upon them, 
-for . detaining the Ark; when the Kine, that drew the Carr, 
loaden with the Ark took the ſtraight way to Bethſhemeſh oraato the 
Land of Iſrael, 45 to its own proper place.

It ts certain Prophecy 7s like a writing in Cyphar, or generally 
unknown Charatters; and not only ſo, but in Myſtical, and Hie- 
xoglyphical Figures for perſons, anl Things; Now what Greater 
Aſſurance ' can there be? And tt 7s an Aſſurance that ſatisfies , 
that any one hath foun1 a Key , when He De-cyphars ſo 
as to make- a Coherent ſenſe to ariſe from the Agreement of thoſe 
Charatters among themſelves, and in: Agreement with the Counſels, 
ond Deſugn, and Attion of the Perſons, between whom the Cor- 
refpondence zs ; and adjuſted to every Perſon, and Adtion, that can 
be juppos'd,, ſuch a writing ſhould referr to ; firſt, by the Cha- 
ratters leading to them; and then by the Knowledge, that the per- 


ſons are, or may be ſo concern'd, as thoſe Charatters guide to Ap-- 


prehend of them, and of their Actions.

Tye of Antichriſt, Hoys'd into \Supremacy by that great Fable 
of having the Keys of Heaven and Hell. call'd juſtly the Key 
of the Bottomleſs-pit, from which the Papacy Aſcended, at606.

Thus Demonſtrative is the order of the Turkiſh Woe in the 
Sixth Trumpet, into which the Reformation is Enchasd upon 
ſo great Evidence of matter of Fat, and on ſo great Reaſon.

The Time between was no longer, then thatthe Impenitency 
of Weſtern Rome in all its {dolatry, Murthers, Blood, Sorceries, 
and Thefts could give the Experiment of it ſelf; as the Prophe- 
cy obſerves, Cap. 9g. the laſt. 

And with this particular Remarque, T he very occaſion of 
the Reformation T aken, was detcfting the Thefts of Indulgen- 
ces, as Prophecy calls them, by Luther's Preaching againſt them, 
at that Time Exposd to Sale, to raiſe a Fond tor the Tur- 
kiſh War, as if Providence Lin'd out Eyents, and chain'd them 
exaRly according to Prophecy. | 

And ſo the Turkiſh woe, and the Reformation have continued 
rogether ever ſince waiting the great change of Things at 
the end of this Sixth Trumpet ; T his is matter of Fact. 

| Now the Evidence of Reaſon, and Argument, that the 
Turkiſh Woe fhould be ſo ſoon followed by the Reformation, is; 

1. That the Turkiſh Empire placing it ſelf fo. in the Imperial 
Seat, and Territories of Greece did ſeem exceedingly Dero- 
gative to the Kingdom of Chrift, and to the Acquiſt ic had 
madc upon the Pagan Empire, when in Symblols of Chriſt's 
Univerſal Monarchy, as it were own'd, and Ratified in Hea- 
ven, The Manly Birth was caught up to the Throne of God, and 
as a Counterparc of it, the Name of Chriſt was to be for eyer 
after-the Supreme Imperial name in the Roman Empire, 

| For Antichriſtianiſm, though it be the moſt cloſe, and Diame- 
trical Enemy of all others ro the Kingdom of Chi, yet it is 
by way of Ecclips, Surprize and Stealth of the Glory of Chriſt, 
which it pretends to Advance; and is therefore Figur'd moſt 
Elegantly by the Moon under the Churches Feet, ſtealing the 
Rays of the Sun with which the True Chriſtian £ burch is cloatt/d 
and Inveſting the falſe Amichriſtian Church with them; So thar 
ic (elf is not ſeen in Glory, but {till the Glory 1s Chriſtian, even 
as Chrijizen is Rolld up in Antichriſtian, and ChriffFurl'd up 
in Antichrift, . | 

But now the Turkiſh Empire, however it make ſome Col- 
latteral Acknowledgment of Chriſt, yct it Adyances the Falſe

Mahomet above Him ; and that openly, and Avowedly, and 
diſplays its Banners in his Name; And. to do. this in New 
Rome look d like an Infringment upon the manly Birth caught .

Of rhis even Antichrifiianiſm hath been always lo ſenſible, and: 
of its own concern in ir, pretend ing to an Univerſal Kingdom 
as Yicarious to Chriſt, T hat as Ir hath from the firſt Riſing of. 


thar Paraſelene, or Mack-moon to it ſelf made all ſervice againſt 
theſe Tnfidels, as for:the Honour of Chriſt, highly meritorious ; 
as appears by all the Hiſtory of Indulgentes, Croiſades, Orders of - 
pens and other Titles of Gloty given. by the _ See - 


on thar Account of War againſt Mahomet ; whence, as Prophe- 
fie ſpeaks, The Earth helpt the Woman againſt theſe profeſſed: 
Infidels, though They. call Themfelves Believers; And They - 
are indeed a fort of Mock-belrevers to the Antichriſtian Believers in 
the Eſtcem of ChriF. | 
Now then to vindicate this Appearance, Chriſt is pleas'd to - 
make that Sally of his Kingdom, preſented in the Reformation ar . 
no Time ſo ſeaſonable, as when a Name ſo openly, and ayow- - 
edly an Enemy.-ro Chrift had pofſeſs'd one of Romes Imperial ' 
Names ; For hereby Chriſt remonſtrated, that his True Glory, 
and Kingdom was not that which was open in Rome and its Ten. 
Kingdoms about it, but Hidden; that He- had a Charch in the 
Wilderneſs. and 'witneſes in Sackclath, who were indeed his . 
Kingdom inthe World, and tharRomeand its Supremacy, where- 
in as in a Spiritual Univerſal Mornarchy, The Ten. Kings were 
unired, was the ſame Beaflzan Fourth. Monarchy, that the Pagan - 
had been before it; and that the Turkiſh oe upon it was up- 
on that very Kingdom,, that was to be deſtroyed before hzs Kings 
«dom, and that City, Kome, that was-to be Burnt as a Sodom from - 
Heaven; of which the Turkiſh Foe was ſome pledge tho afar off. 
Yer partly for the ſake of-Chriſts Imperial Name Roll'd up . 
in Antichri's Name, and partly forthe Fiine allowed to the - 
Beaſts Kingdom; That Piercing. Turkiſh Leviathan could never - 
nor ever ſhall Reach the Weſtern Roman Empire or City, but is - 
placed in an out-lying Imperialiſm, that Rome., Antichriflian, 
always Challeng'd -an Empire over, as one of its Horns: Bur - 
as a Pawn, and Pledge, and Earneſt of his Kinzdom, Ir pleagd - 
the Supreme King of Kings, and Lord of. Lords to bring ſome - 
of his Witneſes out of Sackcith into an open Witneſs, or Pro- 


teſl ation with Aathority; and fo a part of his Church out of the - 
i W uder- 


. 
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Wildernefs to appear viſible in the Reformation, ſO immediately 
after the T! #15 Sultany fix'd in the Eafern Rome; as it were 
by way of Reprizal from Rome in the We, ſo much of a 
Kinadom, which by the Reformation ſhould become rcal to Him 
there, as upon the Account of Antichriftianiſm, and in Judg- 
ment upon it, He had given up in the Ea$, as a Port to 
Mabomet; an Enemy Acknowledg'd his Enemy by his pre- 
tended Subjedts of the Axtichriſtiamſm, though indeed his moſt 
Diametrical Enemies themſelves ; to convince and moye them 
to Repentance. | | 
_ For that both the Egftern, and Weftern AntichriSiian Empire 
was, as All one Body of men, in the ſame Condemnation of 

' Hdolatries, Murthers, Thefts, Sorceries, It is witneſs d; In that 
it is{aid, notwithſtanding the Judgment of God on the Exfferz: - 
Empire for theſe Sins; The Ref of men, viz, of the Weſtern 
Empire Repented not; So the Reformation was a Remonſtrance 
from God, and Chriſt, the Antichriftian Empire of neither 
Eat nor We was his Kingdom; but a Church, He brought 
out of the Wilderneſs, and her Seed out of Sackcloth, that lay 
hid in that Weftern Beaftian Kingdom, were ſo brought our, 
as a ſmall, and os Map of his Kingdom; And this 
Remonſtrance was then ſeaſonably given after the Eaſtern 
Empire ſo ſeiz'd. 

" 2. The Reformation was thus Scituated in the ſixth Trumpet, 
and Second woe, Continuing till the ſeventh Trumpet; that it 
might be known, that even the Reformation it ſelf was bur 
a dark, and Imperfe&t Table of Chriſts Kingdom; Fox ſo 
Great a Kingdom as Chritſts, cannot bear ſuch an uſurpation, 
as the Mahometan Impoſture and Tyranny to have Inyaded thar, 

- which was once the Reſidence of his Imperial Name. 

So that while the Popyp Supremacy calls it ſelf the Kingdom of 
Chrif, and damns the Reformation, as Hereſie ; and while the 
Reformation knows it ſelf, if it does aright underſtand it ſelf, 
a firſt breaking out of the Kingdom of Chrif, Yet by the fo 
univerſally Acknowledgd enemy of the Chriftian Name, as 
the Mahometan Sigmory upon fo Eminent a Mountain, as Con- 
ſtantinople; T here might be Afſurance tothe Antichriſlzan King- 
rom, It cannot be the Kingdom of Chriſt, but that it Ecclipſes it ; 
and tothe Refurmanon, that it was, and is bur as the firſt Efſay 
iro the Kingdom of ChriF, |

And thus by the Infinite wiſdom of the Spirit of Prophecy, 
the whole Time of the Reformation was Inlay'd with the ſrxth 
Trumpet, after the Great Execution of it upon: the Eaſtern 
Empire ; And its Moe ſtill coritinued as a Foe, but by an un- 
movable decree ſo ſtopp'd, that it could notwithſtanding all 
its Artemprs never extend it ſelf to Rome, to Fix there; nor 
fo much as to poſſeſs it ſelf of that: ſo called Imperial Gity of 
Vienna; But its Proud Waves are ebbing Back now. ſo as by the 
end of the /ixth Trumpet to return to their Original Euphrates. 

Thus on one fide, the Reformation appear'd ſoon after thre - 
Seizure of the Greek- Empire, to ſhew; Chriſt was not unmind- 
ful of his Kingdom; Though He fuffer'd that part of the King- 
dom proper to Him during the Beaſtian Kingdom to be uſurp'd, 
not immediately from Himſelf, but from the firſt uſurper, 
the Beaſtian Kingdom, as a Brand upon its firſt uſurpation from 
the Kingdom of Chrift;, And to ſhew, that although ir<1s nor - 
the Time of his Kingdom, yet that He is mindful of it.; 
He therefdxe gave that Earneſt, and beginning of it in the 
Reformation : 'But- on the other ide; the Yoe continues after 
the Reformation, to ſkew ; Even the —_ is but a very 
- dark [dea of the Kingdom of Chrit, that beſides the Imper- 
fetions in it ſelf, He ſuffers not onely ſuch a Continuance 
of the Counterfeit Chriſt, the Papacy, but that more pro- 
feſsgd enemy of his Name Mahometaniſm; Two ſuch to one 
another, as well as to his own Kingdom Counter uſurpations ; 
and both of them ſuch, that while either continues, his King- 
dom cannot Come. | 

Argum. 3. The Yifion we have-before us, muſt be by all 
the Figures of ir, a Fi/ion of very Great {1gnificancy, and Im- 
portancez: Ie-muſt ſtand ia 1ts due order, and Sciruation af-: 
rer the ſeizure of the Eaſtern Empire; Let then any one pro- 
dace out of all Hiſtory an Event of ſuch” Luſtre, and Re- 
mark, as that of the ReformatigK that may Anſwer this Y+- 
fion, and the Types of it, as i the next place are to be pre- 
ſeared; and ar the Time, that is alſo to be demonſtrated 
to be the Time-of this Y:fion ; In both which, Ir is to be fur- 
ther prov'd, that this Viſion can be no ocher, then the Yiſtor 
of the Reformation; So that if: there be no Types in this Pro- 
phecy that can ſo cxa&ly, as theſe, Anſwer the Reyolution 
of the Reformation, or at all in irs -due-order, and Time,

Reformation do moſt certainly Anſwer, and Indent, the one 
with the other. 

That which alone can be pretended to Anſiver one fi;le- 
of this Argument, "=, _ The Reformation not- having any other - 
place, then of this Yion in this Prophecy is; That the Yijuor 
\ bay Reformation is Included in the Riſing of the Witneſſes, as 
the: proper place of it; the Reformation being a beginning Re-- 
ſurredtion and the compleat Reſurredion being at the cnd ofthe 
1260 days; and ſo that Reformation, which is Acknowledg'd

1. 1 Begin with he firſt ſort of Types, viz. Thoſe, which 
are proprr to the op2ning, and Appearance of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt ; And they are thoſe, which we find in the ' very Fiſuon, 
viz. A Mighty Angel coming down from Heaven, appearing as 
to Daniel of old, as an Angel; though it was Indeed Chri& 
' the Lord of Angels ; who in regard of the greatneſs of his work 
is faid to make a deſcent from Heaven; which 1s accord- 
ing to the General manner of Scripture ſpeaking, when God 
does atiiy great thing in the World; He Bows, and rends the 
Heavens, and comes down. And ſuch expreſſions are not one- 
1y according to Scripture Eloguence ; But they have all ſome- 
thing Prophetical alſo of that great Opening, and Bowing the 
Heavens, that ſhall be at the Kingdom of Corif. 

It is with all greatly Conducing to the preſent purpoſe, 
ro obſerve, that the Types of this Y/3/ion are with great Allu- 
fivencſs to the 2i/ton of Damel, c. 10. and eſpecially- c. 12. 
even as the Yifoxs are cloſely Allyed, -and in ſome things 
even united : The Angel here 1s Choathed with a Cloud, a Bright, 


white C _ as it were parallel to the Zinnen in Daniel: He 


had a Rain-bow on his Head, the great Symbol of the Kingdom 
of Chriſt from the days of Noah into the very Appearance of it 
in 'the New Jeruſalem; and therefore was alſo Round about 
the Throne in Exek. c. 1. and in this Prophecy, c. 4. and does 
Admirably Repreſcnt the Glory of the Divinity as the 
Father of :Lights rcfleted by the Humanity in that King- 

dom of Coriſt, as it were diſtin, and at a diſtance, and as 
obverted to the Sun, the Divine nature; and ſo making a King- 
dom diſtin, and as it were ſeparate for the 1000 Years, 
until it be again. delzvered up to God and the Father, and the 
Divinity be All in All as in the Kingdom of Eternty. 

The Face of Chriſt, as God, was, as the Sun even as the 
Lightning in Danizl, and Lamps of Fire ſending out the Rays, 
from which the Rain-bow ſprang upon the Humanity, as it 
were the Cloud, with which He was Coverd, Beautified with 
all the Colours of the Rain-bozp, or as the Beryll; His Feet were 
as Pillars of Fire, . or Polkſ}'d Braſs, Burzing 1n a Furnace; f1g- 
nifying an Irrcliſtible power, _with which He Tramples the 
Nations of his Enemizs, and Treads them in Fury, while His

own Servants and members are High refin'd, and purityed; 
And He had in his Hand the Book of his Kinsdam, which He 
declares ſeafd in Daniel, and ſo receiv'd ſcal'd c. 5. open now, ..as 
it were to the immediate Ap; earance of his Kingdom, and as 
in Dantel, He was on or over above the waters of the River, 1o 
here He ſets his right Foot 0n the Sea, and his left Foot oz the 
Earth, to ſhew, They were both of his Right, and under 
his dominion: and He Cryed, 25 a Lyon roareth in his Dread, 
and Majeſty upon the whole Wilderneſs of the Beaſts: © 
the Lyon of the Tribe of Judah in token of his dread Majeſty 
and Supreme power, Cryed with a Loud voice, and Seven Thun= 
ders, as Iluing out of the Roar of the Lyon uttered their Voi- 
ces; And as when Chriſt went out on his whit? Horſe, c, G. I. 
Conquering and to Conguer, in the Firſt Seal, The Viice, come and ſee 
was as of Thunder [7 all along the Prephecy So here ſeven Thun- - 
ders, now all theſe are evidcntly Types ot the Kingdom of Chriſt.

to the Belly, a Scripture Emblem of Secrelie was certainly in ar- 
reſt of the Kingdom of Chri&f, that at :that T ime it ſhould not 
Appear., . And therefore tho' the Book was ſweet in the Mouth, as 
ſignifying. a publication of the Kingdom of Chrif certainly to 
come, yct-it was in the Belly very Bitter, 11gnifying the delay 
of that Kingdom, as John aſſures us. 

W hat is more Bitter to the Servants of Chriſt, in whom 
the Sjirit and the Bride ſay, come, then the delay of the Kingdom 


of Chrift;, and yet what more ſweet then the Publications of 


It, as certainly to come ? 

3. The Prophecying again 1s the laſt Type of the Kingdom f 
Chriſt under Eſtoppage: For that Kingdom being the utmo 
yy, the It 7s Finiſhed of all Prophecy; Prophecy muſt con- 
'tinue, till that Kingdom come; Then, as the Apoſtle ſays, It 
Fails, or ceaſes; For the Prophecy is of things to come; Bur 
-when they are come, to what end is Prophecy any longer? 
To ſay tierefore, John 1s to Propheſie again, 1s to ſay, the 
Time was not yet come for the laſt Finiſhing of the Myſte- 
ry, Which God had declared by all bzs Servants the Prophets. 

Let us then look on the Reformation in its undoubted Matter 
of fat and we muſt needs allow, it was a Revolution of wonder, 
at leaſt as of a pre-appcarance, or pledge of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt it ſelf; T here had been indeed Motions towards it a far 
off, like thoſe, we call Farly Thundens by the Alhigeaſes, 

and F#z!-1ſzs, but they were by the Papal power deſtroyed 
with prodigious naiignters, and ſo the Piitneſſes deeper in Saci- 
cloth, There were the Attempts of the Bohemians nearer 
Hand : Bur theſe with ſome others however Remarkable 
in themſelyes could not (the Time appoinred by God being 
not yer come ) ſuſtain themſelves in a certain Train, and 
Series to thar ſettled ſtare, we call the Reformation, whatever 
———_ rhey might be to it. 

ut when that Time was Come, though the Papacy Sat like 

the Strong man Armed in the Gefpel, with its Ten K zngs about it, 
and its Goods, dominionover Conſctences, Tafallibility, 'Subjeion 
to /dolatrous decrees, Superſtitions, Canons, Induigences, Pardons, waſt 
: Revenues 
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Or. the Reformation to be Reform'd. 


Revenews were all in Peace; Princes and Pcople lay deeply 
Charm'd and Enchanted by that Sorcereſs, the Mather of Har- 
lots and Abominations, Intoxicated with the Golden Cup of For- 
nications Held in the Hand of that Anticriſtian Church of Rome, 
which the Prophecy in juſt dereſtation Calls The Whore. Yer 
at this very Time by the Appearance of Luther, *a Marked Ser- 
zant of the Beajt, fingle, and Inconſtderable ro that Purpoſe, 
Preaching againtt /nd4uigences; There was ſuch a Roar, or Cry 
of the Lyon, that ſo many Princes, and States, as we know, 
one after another Arouſed Themſelves, and vindicated their 
Kingdom and Power from the Beaſt, and their Conſciences from 
the Sorczries of that Apoſtate Church, to whom for ſo many Ages 
They had given them; and fo tar Chang'd the Face of the 
Chriſtian Church, and Weſtern World, as fince then hath been 
feen; And if Things had Gon on, as T hey began, The King- 
dom of Chriſt had long ſince Appeard. I 
But we mult[Acknowledge, Leaſt we be wiſein our own Con- 
ceits, and we know it by ſad Experienc ; that according to 
the Schems of Prophecy, the Kingdom of Chrift that gave ſuch an 
Appearance, and that as It pleaſes, works its ſigns,and Wonders in 
Heaven and. Earth, in what a ſudden, and by what Inconſi- 
derable means It pleaſeth, and None can Stay it, but it ſelf, was 
ſtaid; We muſt not Therefore Think of the Proteſtant Church- 
es above what we ought to Think, and above what is written and 
fo be Prejudic'd againſt a Reformation of the Reformation,or a- 
gainſt a much Higher Appearance of the Kingdom of Chriſt, that 
isſo near us; We have not, however we Talk of the beſt Re- 
formed Churches in the World, Seald up the Sum of Beauty, and 


Perfefion in our Chriſtian Wiſdom, we have not been in Eden the pe, +9. 
Garden of God, the Paradice cf the new Feruſalem, nor are the Pre- 13. 


cious Stones of it the Covering of any of our Churches, It is only 
that Man n 4 Sin, that Babiloman Dueen, that may Arro- 
yu thus; The Apoſtacy zs (till inits Half-Time not fully Expir'd.

For in the yery ſame manner, the Chriſtian Empire, Rewil. 12. 
10. was Given in Viſion, as the very Glorious Kingdom of Chriſt ; 
Now 7s Come Salvation, and Strength, and the Kingdom of Our God. 
One would hence Think, It was the Kingdom of our God it ſelf. 
Buteyen that Chriſtian Empire was far too Low, and much too 
ſhorc for rhoſe Types; and lo much more tor theKingdom it ſelf , 
we muſt therefore Attend -to the other Types Given with it; 222. - 
to the Churches Flight into the Wilderneſs, to the Devil Coming 
down with Great Wrath ; to the Dra:ons Perſecuting the Woman the 
T rue Charch and her Flight again Repeated ; and then Caſt- 
ing out a Flood after Her,and when He Could not overtake her, . 
then making war.by the Beaſt with her Seed, Keeping the Command- 
ments of Gol, and Holding the Teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt. 

Now noneof T heſe Things Could Agree with the Kingdom 
of Chriſt it ſelf; I he bl gy mon Taken together ſhew, the + 
Chriſtian Empire was only a Fore-Runner, a Pledge, an Emblem 


of That Kingdom, however Great It was, and not the Kingdom 
itſelf. And fo Proportinably the double Types Teach us to 
Eſteem of the Reformation as a Pre: Appearance a Precurſin, and 
Pledge, and not the Kingdom it ſelf ; And fo the Yiſton and the

the Reformation Ir ſelf ſhall be Reforn'd by the Action of the 
Seventh Trumpet, Haſtning All Things to the Finiſhing the 
Miſtery,, or to the —_— of. the Kingdom of Chrijt in Gle- 
ry; a at the Seventh Trumpet, the Kingdom of Chriſt ſhall be 
in its Succeſſion, but not Immediately Appear in Glory. 

And this Follows with Eaſe, and of it ſelf; For if, as hath 
been prov'd, the very Damn of the Reformation be the Dawn 
alſo of Half Time, and of this Yifon and Oath Taking Placc; 
ſeeing we know the Reformation ſo dawn'd atf5 17. in Luther, 
we cafily Compute the Juſt diſtribution of the 125% days in- 
to Time 369 years; Two Times 720 years; and Half Time 180 
years. So the preſent State of "Things Beginning at 1517. and 
having an hundred Eighty years for their Race; They muſt needs 
End art at 1697 ; when the Reformation ſhall be under a Refor- 
mation; and the Seventh Trumpet ſucceed to Finiſh the Miſtery 
into the Kingdom of Chriſt Appearing in Glory; In the mcan 
time Things are to be under Eſtoppage, and delay. 

There Remains nothing upon this part of the Diſcourſe 
in my TI houghts, but to Remoye, what may ſeem a Great 
objetion to this Adjuſtment of the Oath of Chriſt, this Viſion, 
the Reformation, and Half Time one to Another. And that 
is; That immediately after the Commiſſton Renew'd to 7ohn 
to Prophecy again; the whole, and Entire Yiſon of the Witneſſes 
and of the 1260 days from their puting on Sackcleth to their 
Rifing, Aſcenſion, and the Great Conſequence, or Concurrents 


of them are Given together, Chap. 11. So the Reformation ſhall 


have a Yijion, and in its Juſt place ; And Ir is unreaſonable to 
Give it any other Viſion, or ſo Antedated ro the Proper Order, 
and place of it as in the Yiſion of the Witneſſes to which Ir 
properly Belongs; whereas the Relation of the Reformation 
to the Mahometan Seizure of Conſtantinople is in an Undue 
Order of Time, and therefore not the Real Order of the 
Viſion. 
ſe To this obje&ion Iwill advance a very Preif Anwer 
in theſe Six particulars. | | 
1. By way of Conceffion, or Allowance, that the Refer- 
mation muſt be ſuppos'd to have vertually a place in the Yijion 
of the Witneſes, and by this Viſou we know where it muſt 
be; Even as ſoon, as ever the Deep Time of the 1269 days, 
that is, at the Dawn, or Morning of the Half day ; For then

ſe Anſwers in Time, or order in Hiſtory; Nor is that ne- 
ceſfarily ſuppos'd place, rhe Reformation hath. in the. Yijion of 
the Witneſſes, Clear, Ilſuſtious nough for the Reformation,, as 
hath already been urg'd on all ſides of this matter. 

3. This Yiſion of the Reformation hath nor only a Juſt pur- 
ſuance in order, and Time to the ſeizure of the Antichnſtian 
Eaſtern Empire by Mahomet, bur a ſtricter and nearer one to. the 
Impenitency, being.the Beginning, and a pledge of thoſe Speci- 
fic Judgments of the Seventh Trumpet for the utter deſtruction 
of the Antichriſiian Kingdom Lon by the Appearance of Chriſt 
Himſelf ; according to 2 Theff. 2. for which the Mahometan 
Toes were too Forreign,.and Aloof; And ſo the occaſion Tak- 
en is that Impenitency of the Weſtern, more Antichriſtian Empire,

ridling the 42 Months, the 1260 days, and the Three days, 
and Half in it; and ſo Proportionably the ſame Times, AC 


ſign'd tothe Church, as the 42 Months; alſo to the Bea#, and 


withal unlocking the Times of Damel to us: viz. the Times, 


.and Half Twice -Given ; and the 1290 and the 1335 days at* 


the Time of Bleſedneſs. 
'T cannot Find any place of doubt in this matter, Except 
we ſhould Startle at dating the Reformation, and Half Time, fo 
Early as Luthzrs Appearance at 1517. Bur if we Conſider the 
undoubredneſs of the Reformation Beginning in that Chud, bur 
as Big 'as a Mans Hand, and yet Going on ſo Continuedly, 
and that the very Earlieſt Time according to our Lords Re- 
Jurrefion, while l was yet dark, is to be Taken, for the' Angels 
Coming down, in Alluſion Cloath'd in White, and as it were 
Rolling away the Stone from the Wineſſes Dead State, however 
Unbury'd; ſure our doubt muſt be Reſoly'dgthough the Kingdom” 
of Chriſt took ſome Further Time to diſplay its Appearance, 
and when deep Time was more Expitr'd, as at that Solemn 
Proteſtation of the German Princes about Ten years after; where 
I Think; the End of deep Time, as in the Firſt en —_ 
O 
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of the Beaſts Univerſal Monarchy is moſt conſpicuoufly Fix'd ? 
For Deep Time might have a place in Hulf Time, aiter Chriſt 
had ſworn, Time of either ſort could by the Oath be no longer... 
Time according to the firſt Oath; that is, entire; For Deep 
Time,as itought, was almoſt wholly ſpent, and Half Time at large 
was 1o impair'd- as to be Half Time no longer: as hath. been 
fully ſer out; and yet cach might run out, whatever was. 
left ro either; which yet muſt nceds be leſs then entire Tme 
in the ſenſe of that firſt Oath, even leſs then Time at large; - 
much more ſo of deep Time, now almoſt wholly ſpent. | 

I come now to the Fourth Point. or General Head of diſ- 
courſe; that is, to conſider, and tro Argue according to the - 
Types of this Yiſton, and according to matter of Fact, what 
muſt needs be the True Elevation of the Reformation; and 
wherein it all along ought to have born the Symbols ofthe King-

1. The Reformation in its Fundamental Narure was, and is - 
a diſowning, and Ab-Renunciation: of the power, and uſur- 
pation of the Papacy, anJ of the pretended Eatholicneſs of the 
C burch of Rome. 

And even as it was, ſo it ought to be by ſome of the Ter 
Kings, and States, that had becn the defenſive Horns of the 
Bea#, that carried that Myſtical Babylomſh Woman and Whore, 
who. made the Kings drunken with her Cup of Fornication, 
and fo they gave their Kingdom, and Power to Him; But when 
their Hearts are turn'd to. Hate the Whore, They Renounce” 
the Baſt alſo: And as it ought, fo it did and harh come to 
paſs in ſeveral States and Kzngdoms, and particularly in theſe 
Kingdoms,. to which we belong. | 
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Now to make ont, thar this Ab-renunciation ought to bear 
:the Types: of the Kingdom of Chriſt making an Appearance, 
'Twothings according to Prophecy are to be remembred. 
1. Thar this laſt State of the Roman Monarchy was compos'd 
- of Feet, and Toes, part of Iron, part of-Clay ;-that is, of the Ten 
Warlike Kings, and a_ Hierarchy of Cardinals, Archbiſhops Bi- 
| ſhops, and the Spiritual Empereur, the-Pope ( a Spirituality falſly 
ſocalld.) And theſe Two, the ren, and the Clay mingle in- 
: deed, but do not cleave There-is nothing therefore neceſ- 
fary to diſfolve this State, but the diſ-union of theſe Two; 
or the Kings hating -the Whore, and fo giving no longer the 
Kingdom, and Power to the Beaſt, they had Given, And this 
is call d taking away the Dominion of the Little Horn from Him, 
-Dan. 2. 42. 43. with Dan. 7. 26. till it be Conſumed unto the 
End. *$hewing the thing is done by degrees, firſt at the Re- 
formation in a Beginning; then at the end of the 1260 days, 
when the Witneſſes Riſe, and Aſcend; and by an utter Abol=- 
.tion in the Glorious Appearance of Jeſus Chriſt, 

2. Therecan be nothing between this Renunciation of the 
+Papacy and its Hierarchy, (when it thall be Univerſal, ) and 
'the Kingdom of Chriſt; ſo that whenever the firſt is, the 
Laſt muſt Immediately Follow, or Enter its Succcfſion : So 
in Daniel, c. 2. c. 7. So in this Prerhecy, c. 19. If therefore the 
Renunciation could have been Univerſal and entire in the 
Ten Kings together; as by Reaſon of the Half Time Remain- 
ing Ir could not; It had been impoſſible the Kingdom of 
Chriſt ſhould not have ſucceeded; Seeing then ſome of the 
dominion of .the . Little Horn was taken apay by thoſe of the 
Ten Kings Reſuming their Power, who had before given it ; 
There were moſt qduely ſuch Types of the Kingdom of Chriſt 
as ready Immediately ro Appear; 2:3. of a Mighty Angel 
coming down from Heaven, &c. and Crying as with the Roar 
of a Lyon. 

2. The Reformation was a diſengaging, and diſencumbring 
of Chriſtianity from .the Abominable {dolatries, hateful _ 
tions, PaganiſhIgnorance, many pradtical Impurities of that 
 Nicolaitaniſm, and its /ndulgences; as alſo laſtly from rhe Af- 
feQation of a ſenſual, worldly Grandieur upon the Account of 
Chriſtian Religion, eyen -to that degree, as to turn it into a 
great Fable. 


The 


The Reformation was the Illuminating Chriſtianity with its 
own Luſtre, with irs own, native Beauties of Truth, Puri- 

of worſhip, Holineſs of Action, Spirituality, and Heayen- 
lineſs; and thereby reſtoring it in ſome degree to it ſelf, after 
it had been overgrown with Antichriſt:aniſm, Corruption and 
Barbarity. - : ; 

Upon this Account. Seve» Thunders in this Yijion utter'd 
their Yoices; That is, there were mighty Eruptions of Truth 
and the ſounds of ic Heard a far; There were wonderful 
Purgations of the Chriſtian Air from the black yapour, and 
Smoke of the Bottomleſs-Pit, that had darkned it, ever ſince 
che firſt Letting it out by the Key of that Fallen Star, the Afo- 
flate Biſhop of Rome : Such a Type as this of the Thunders was 
in the Grace of God an Honour Condigne to the Lightſome, 
and mayy ſtate, or dawn of his Kingdom in the Proteſtant 


Churches. 

. The Reformation hath brought forth ſome very Remark- 
able Miniſterial unſcalings of the Book of the Kingdom; of the 
Propheſtes of Scripture, eſpecially of the Prophecy of Daniel, and 
of the Revelation ; Among whom I cannot forbear to Name 
Mr. Meede, : r. More, Mounſteur Zurieu, Dr. Burnet the moſt 
Worthy Maſter of the Charter- Houſe, in t at his Admirable 
late Theory of the New Heavens and the New Earth and of the 
Conflagration before it, and the juſt now appearing Dr. Creſſener, 
beſides many others of deſerved Eſtimation 

And I hope General Report does tzet deccive as general 
ExpeRation, and deſire, that a moſt*Judicious, and Learn- 
ed Biſhop is giving further Light to the Churches in ſo 
Grand a- Point, as of the Apocalyptical Prophecy ſo ſolemnly di- 
reed to them. | 

Upen this Aceount then in ſubordination to that higher 
one of the Kingdom Adyancd ſo near its Appearance ; the Book 
was Held open in the Hand of the Angel ; viz. that Bock of the 
Kingdom, commanded to be Seal'd, Dan. 12. 4. Recei/d ſeal'd 
from:the Hand of Him, that Sate on the Throne by the Lamb, 
Revel. 5. 7- Gradually oper'd c. 6. c. 7. and now ſhewn Open 
.in.the Angels Hand. 

4. The Reformation was at the Half Time or Merning of the 
Half day; There _ mult be then in proportion to the Kiſing of 
our Lord the Third day, while It was yet dark, {gme motion to 
the Rijing of the Witneſſes; as wy know hath come to pals, 40 
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the Proteftion, and Patronage of ſo many Eminent miniſters 
of Chriſt , Preachers, and writers uader puiſſant Princes, and 
States; who have ſecured them in the publication of the 
Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt. with all the diſplays of Eloquence, 
Free Reaſon, and Admirable Learning in generals. and alfo 
particularly dereCting, and expoſing the Frauds , the Cheat 
the Impurities, the Irrarionalities, the Utnlearnednefles, as wel 
as Antiſcripturiſms and Antichriſtianiſms of the Roman Apoſtacy. 

. And They have nor been only Secur'd, bur ſet in Honor, 
and had in Great Veneration, and Eſteem ;while their Ene- 
mies have even Beheld it with Terror, though ſo much ſhore 
= = Rijig and Aſcenſion of the Hineſes in a Cloud, that

And Thar there ſhould be fuch a Beginning of the Yut- 
zeſſes Riſing, The Three days, and Half doc, as Types of it Ab- 
ſolutely, as I have ſhewn, Require; For it is too peor, and 
private a deſign for Providence, to Confine ſo Great Events, 
as the Death, Expoſal, and Riſing of the Witneftes to ſo Stint- 
ed a Term, as Three Nears, and a Half, neither more nor Leſs; 
only for the ſake of Conformity to the Larger ſpaces of 1260 
days 42 Months, and Three Times and a Half, Each determin'd 
to a Ternary, or Three and a Half; And It cannot be ſupposd 
without a particular deſignation of Prowdence, ſo ke. and 
fo narrow ſpaces, as 1260 Nears, and but Three Nears and a 
Half ſhould Chime fo Exa&ly, not only in the Threes, but in 
the Hafs alſo; which would be much below the majeſty, both . 
of Providence and of Prophecy to take care of ; But the Prophe- 
tical Platform is very Great, if Expounded, as I have juft

Further, as if there was an Eye of the Witneſſes Coming 
out of their yery Sackc/oth, and that there wasan Interruption. | 
of that Mournful Prophecy, Zehn is Commanded to Prophecy 
again. | 
And thus we have ſeen the Light, or Bright {ide of the Pillar, 
that hath Conducted us ſo far out of Spiritual Egytt; And Ir 
calls tro mind the Coming of ſome of the Captivity from Ra- 
biloz with an offcring of Gold to the Houſe of the Lord, of which 
Crowns of both the Koyalty, and of the Prieſthood, to unite in 
the Great Melchiſedeck, were made, and ſet on the Head of 
Zoſhua, the High Prieſt of that T'ime ;, and the Crowns were to: 
Remain, as Memorials in the Houſe of the Lord to thoſe Offer- 
ers 
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ers; though both the Prieſt-hood, and the Royalty were in a 
low Condition, until the coming of Chriſt in the Fleſh, and 
his Aſcention in the Spiritual Glory ; and much longer, till the 
Appearance of both in the new Feruſalem. 

ven Thus, The coming of ſome Reformed Princes,and Church- 
es out of Myſtical Babilon was Honour'd with theſe Types of the 
Kingdom, that Remain as Memorials in the Temple of this 
Prophecy to them; though the Kingdom it ſelf be not in it ſo 
much as its Finiture for Glory, till the End of the Half Time. 

And therefore ſtill In Relation to that Half Time we are ob- 
ligd to Conſider the Dark ſide of the Pillar, whoſe Shade in- 
deed Falls eſpecially upon the Egyftians, the Refolved Vota- 
ries of Antichrift, and the mixed Muititude of the Reformation ; 
and thoſe of the Synagogue of Satan, who ſay, They are Zews, 
and beſt Reformed, but are not, but doe Tye; All which are Pore- 
Blind, and cannot ſee afar off, nor look to the Glory that is to 
be Reveabd, which is to them a Land that is very Far off, out 
of their Ken, and Belief: But alaſs, Even the Churches and 
Servants of Chriſt are Envelop'd, and Cover'd, and Kept Low; 


awaiting for that Glory, that is ro be Revealed, and yet Hidden 


by the Conrſeneſs of the Remaining Time of Sackcloth; And 
they are Themſelves roo much in the dark by it,as rotheir own 
preſent State, and with regard to the Iluttriouſneſs of that 
which is ſo near to Enſue, and of which there are Generally 
ſo very ſmall Sentiments. - | 

But indeed , If the Thing were to be Conſider'd only in 
Reaſon ; Ir could not be Suppos'd, that ſo Great a work, as 
the Reformation was; if meaſur'd, and Compar'd with the State 
of the Papacy, and that Thick, and Vaſt Picce of Night be- 
fore it; ſhould be left ſo Imperte& by Chriſt Zeſus the Truly 
Chief Biſhop, and 'Shepard of his Church, as alſothe Prince of the 
Kings of the Earthy and more eſpecially,” when we duely ob+ 
ſerve the ſtout Reſiſtance, and Vehement Motion, T hat Ant:,

- ſembly and Church of the fir Born, and a Sandtuary cleans'd; 
And alſo a Church enfolded in a Dominion given under the 
- whole Heaven: There is Reaſon, ſo great a Prophecy ſhould 
have Types ſuitable to each; So that the firſt Tome 15 ſtriatly 
: the Prophecy of the Kingdom, under the Type of the Churches 

ſeparately; and the latter is the Book Prophecy of the State of 
the Kingdom of Chrit, under the Typ? of Empire, but always 
-Incluſive of the State of his Church within it. 

Argum. 2. The Agreement betwixt the Symbols of ſome

its Time the Myſtery of Iniquity was Rifing to-a more Aw- 
:Thoritative Synagogue -of Sathan. | | 


2. The 
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2: The Churches under the Apoſtaſie, or the Churches of the-- 
Witneſſes ; Pergamus, under the entire Night-picce of the Time, - 


and Two Times of the Beaſtian Kingdom; or of Balaam and Ba- 
lac the Bea, and his Hierarchy the Falje Prophet, and the Ten 
Kings; when the' true Church could not make a Separation, 
but Had Them of Balam : And Thyatyra, that is under a neceſfity 
to ſuffer the Zezebelian Tdolatrous Church, becaule of the Pozith 
Princes to this very day, ruling over them, and too often 
with great Tyranny; and ſo ſhall continue more, or 1:6 cill 
the end of the 1260 days, or Time, even Half Time, be in Ab- 
ſolute ſenſe no more, but the Witneſſes fully Riſe.

- Theſe' Types of Glory are therefore Types of the Kingdom, 
. as it ſhall be in the days of the Seventh Trumpet, not as now 
m the Reformation: - 'T heſe. Types therefore wait the Seventh 
Trumpet for their. Complement, and are not yet come 
into AR, and Lite; How then ſtands the Eſtoppage? Why, _ 
- we are to conſider, what it is, the Kingdom of Chri hath 
its Succeſſion. to; and as hath been already declard; Ir is 
: to the Feet of Iren and to the Feet of Clay, or to the Ten war- 
. like Kings, and to the Papacy, and its Frerarchy. 

As to the firſt, the Feet of Iron, The Kingdom of Chriſt 
hath certainly yer had no Succeſſion, where the Princes, and 
* States have not yet withdrawn their Kingdom and Power trom 
* the Beaf#: But under all ſuch Powers according to the Types 
of the Church, the Church of Thyatyra is forc d to ſuffer Ne 

zebel, and is therefore ſo highly commended for its Service 
and Patience, or Suffering, as well as Faith and Charity; an 

while it is reprov'd in a Type for ſuffering Zezebel, yet the 
Fate of that dolatrous Ducen, (if I may fo ſpeak) is related 
' ro it; And it hath no other Burden put upon it but to Hold 
bE till Chrift comes in his Kingdom; and its La works are 
' Foretold to be Greater, then the Firſt, Re in the Fir Re- 
| formation, That it ſhall with Chriſt Rule the Nations with a 
Rod of Iron, and ſee the Morning ſtar of his Kingdom, 

It is no wonder therefore, that ſo many of the Servants 
of Chriſt have been under ſo great Tyranny; as not long 
fince in Hungary, in France, in the Savoy yet continuing; in 
Treland heretofore; and now, under the Inquiſition in /taly, 
Spain, and other places: Thus It ought to be more or leſs, thar 
Prophecy might be Fulfill d, until the Witneſſes fully Riſe and Aſ- 
cend,.and the Tenth, - the Hicrelyphic of the Great City, fall by the 
teſt ofthe Ten Kings falling of from it , But yet trom them, 
we are now to expect Greater works for the Kingdom of Chriſt, 
then even thoſe, when Princes and States and Churches with 
them firſt flung off the Yoke of Antichrif, - | 

In thoſe Kingdoms, Nations, and States where the Whore 
as Hated; It muſt with all Reverence, Honour, Fear and 
duty to the Supreme .and Subordinate Powers over them, as 


Beloved, and Partakers of the Benefit - be yet Actnowiedg'o y 
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The Glory of Chriſt docs not ſhine out in their Government, as 
It ſhalldo at the end of Half Time; A Men now ſeck their own, 
and not the Things of Jeſus Chriſt, "The Philadelphian State 
moſt yalewed by Chriſt hath little ſtrength from them; that 


is, only ſo far, as they with it are ſeparated from Rome; But. 


at the Half Time ended and in the Succeſſion of Chriſt Kingdom, 
Even Prances, their Nobles, Chief Counſellers and Maniſters of State 
ſhall ſeek to Chriſt, as their Sovereign Lord ; and in Spirit as Da- 
»id did bzs Yon, Call him Lord, and not only at the Low Rate 
of preſent profeſſion; The power of Chriſtianity ſhall be the 
Higheſt Loyalty, Honor, and Intereſt. EH 
But now in Ballance to this, and to give the Light with 
the ſhade; As when the Manly Birth was Caught up to the 
Throne of God, T he Name of Chrift became Imperial, and how- 
ever wrap'd up in Antichriftianſm could never, ſhall never be 
deposd; fo in the Proteſtant Kingdoms and States Repriz'd from 
Antichriſt, There ſhall be no Reverſal of thoſe Royal Appear- 
anccs in this YViſwon, | 
And Iam moſt Afur'd, Our late King James ſtumbled at 
this Rock of Offence, viz, A deſign of Refunding his King- 
doms to the Be #, which had ſo often Avowed their Princes 
under God, and Chriſt, Supreme Governors; and on which accord- 
ingto the Types of this Pifon, Chrift had in Token of his Right 
ſet his Right and his Leſt Foot. | 


Intentions therefore made ſo manifeſt by that Crowned Head, 


ſo contrary tothis Appearing Kingdom of Chriſt were fo vindicat- 
ed, as by an Immediate Hand from Heaven ; as we have ſeen ; 
In which Light of Prephecy, It were much to bedelir'd, Allthe 

Conſcientiouſly diſſatisfied might behold the preſent 7unfure. 
And yetall this notwithſtanding, Ir is Evident; The King- 
dom of Chrif is in Abatement, even in Relation to the Ke- 
formed Powers ; For were but one of them Inſpird with that 
very Magnanimity, where with the Kingdom of Chriſt in its Suc- 
_ ſhall Inform them All; He would be as David, and 
David as an Angel of God, fo that all the Popiſh Force in the 
World ſhould not be able to ſtand before him : Bur Ir is the 
want of the truly Spirit, and an Eye to him, 
chat hath the Key of Daid, that keeps the Reformed States Low: 
So much of the Sardian Glory, of this Worlds policy,and ſmall 
Regard to the Kingdom of Chri, Hangs yet upon them zycr 
even this ſhade hath its Light, in ordcr to that Glory thar 
| is

is to. come ; There are Undefiled Names in Serdzs, that ſhalt 
walk with Chriſt in Whize with thoſe Armies of Heaven, Al- 
though they are yet but Low , And eſpecially the Philadel- 
phian State is drawing near, when the more defiled State of 
Sardianiſm ſhall be Reformed alſo. => 

I come now to the Second part of the Beaſtian Kingdom, to . 
which the mo Chrift 1s to ſucceed ; and that is, the Feet 
of Clay; the « ardinals.and. other parts of the Roman Hierarchy, 
or the Falſe Prophetiſm; che Faifly call d Spiritual Powers, undivided 
from the Bea#?, the Spiritual Emperor, or Cefar in an Image ; For 
the making ot which Image by the /rbabitants of the Earth, the 
ether Beaſt, who is. alſo the Falſe Prophet, wrought Miracles be- 
fare the Grand Beat: as Appears by. Rewel. 13. 11, 4c. Com- 
par'd with Rez. 19.20. 

Now this Hierarchy is ; being Interpreted, or by Interpretas 
ton; Holy Rule, or Dominion deriv'd from, and of the ſame 
nature, and Blaſphemous Cognomination,, as his Holineſs the 
Pope; And we know, the Reformation hath. not yet brought 
forth the Kingdom of Chriſt in Succeſſwn ; Becauſe This Hie- 
zarchy hath place in ſo many of the: Ten Kingdoms at this. 
day, and is puting.in practice the Depths of Satan in his now 
Ancient Kingdom againſt Thyatyra, or the Proteſtant Churches un- 
der Popiſh Princes; and as far further as it can Reach in de- 
-Ffpight of the Reformation. 

Blefſed be God, ( which Inlightens this ſhade) we have- 
ſen the Counſels of chem, who work 1o- deep as it were, to: 
bale them from the Lord, Eſteemd as the Potters Clay, eafily-- 
mrn'd into another Mould ; And ſo it ſhall be, ill the Beall, 
and his Falſe Prophet the Hierarchy are taken, and Caft into the- 
Lake together.. ER-2 
But we muſt further yet examine, how far even the Re- 

| _ formed. Church- Power, or Holy Rule is in Abatement of the King- 
dem- of Chriſt; and that even in regard of thar, It plainly Ap-- 
pears, It cannot be yet in Succeſſion. 
Now this Point of diſcourſe will, I foreſee, lanch immedi- 
ately into.a deep Conſideration of the Prophetic Figures of 
the Churches, and ſo into the preſent State of the Reformed 
Churches under the Princes of the Reformation. 

Here eſpecially therefore, I would be moſt tender, and 
cautious of Offending againſt any of the Generation of the Re-- 
farmed; I will therefore. keep .moſt cloſe to the..Symbols or Pro-

hecy; and by laying them together, or comparing Spiritual 
his s oh Spins , endeayour to find the juſt Sos of 
the Sanftuary; without ſer Aplication to any particular Orders, 
or Names of Men, as the Prophecy ſpeaks; But where the Ap- 
lication - will ſeem obvious of it ſelf; I muſt Humbly, and 
arneſtly Beg, Reſpe& may be had to the Dutt and Gui- 
dance of Prophecy, and not to the mean and unworthy Ex- 
> men who is lincere from all deſign and Intention of 
ng. 

To come then to that, which is Truly the Intention, 
and deſign; that is, to find out the mind, and Judgment of 
Prophecy concerning the rms ſtate of the Reformation ; that 
we may with all Humility compoſe our ſelyes to what is 
moſt Approved by ir: Theſe following Remarks are to be 
duely weigh'd, ariſing from a Collation of the Types of Eſtop- 
pace of the Kingdom of Chriſt as given in the foregoing Ta- 

le of them. 

1. The Kingdom of Chrift makes its way by the Seven Thun- 
ders: For immediately, as out of the Open Book and the Cry 
of the Gloriouſly Appearing Angel, Symbols of his Kingdom Appear- 
ing, Seven Thunders utter their Voices, or ſpeak their Voices. 

2. The ihunders had as it were a general, and unform'd 
ſound, and Articulate, and diſtin, words. For there were 
the Yoices of the Thunders, and the Things, the Thunders 
-ſpake; which John was about to write, and was Commanded 
20t to Jooke —_—_ _ f Clrid tow! in th 4; 

{3 en the Kingdom of Chrii# was Eſtoppd in the Appear- 
ances; the firſt thing that was done by way of Eſtoppage, was 
the Sealing of the Thunders; For the Book as enclos'd, and re- 
tir d into Secreſie is Tranſposd out of its order ; It was ſeen 
Open before the Thunders Jpake; But it is enclos'd after the 
Thunders featd, and afterrhe Oath; Intimating, how long they 


hould- be ſeal'd; even till rhe days of the Seventh Angel ſound- 


ing, and then no longer; For then Fimſhing enſued : Now 
this order teaches ts, when the Bock pas open, the Services 
of the Thunders were required ; But when the Services of the 
Thunders were ſuſpended; The Book muſt have alſo a Co- 
"Temporary cnclofure, and Prophecy be continued fo long alſo; 
as ſhall after be furcher clear'd, as to the reaſon of it, Funda- 
mentally reſting in the Book, and declaratiyely ( and ſo conſe- 


nentially ) in the Thunders ſeaÞd.

4. The Thunders muſt needs be Reſery'd under their. Seals 
till che Seventh Trumpet, when the Myſtery or Kingdom ſhall 
be in Finiſhing ; For becauſe the Kingdom made an Afpearance 
They ſpake, or Vitered their Voices, But becaule Finiſhing ſhoulc 
not be till the Seventh Trumpet, TI hey were Seal'd; So. their 
ſervice attends Finiſhing. 

5. Seeing then, as I have argued, the Churches are Co- 
Temporary, and run along with the whole Prophecy ; In 
whatever Church tate of the Reformation we find Finiſhing, 
there the Thunders muſt have had the fulleſt effe&t, when 
they did utter their Voices, though what they d:ſtinitly ſpake, was 
after ſeald;, and in that Church ſtate alſothey mult be unſeal'd, 
becauſe there Finiſhing is to be. 

6. The Church of the Reformation, that bears.the moſt clear 
and evident Characters of Finiſhing the Myſtery in the Sandtu- 
ary cleans d, and of the Kingdom of Chriſt, is the Philadelphian 
Cburch ;, For that hath a Door open'd to it by the Key of David, 
that cannot be ſhut: That hath a Crawn; That hath above 
all, the Nemes, ſaith Chriſt, of my God, and of the New Zeru- 
falem the City of my God, that cometh down from my God out of 
Heaven, and my new Name. All which we know are found 
in the ultimate - of the Myſteuy, c. 19. cap." 21. Cc. 22. 

It is true indeed, the Overcomers, of every Church have 
roputtes deriv'd from the New Jeruſalem ſtate 3 but none 

o High and Orient, or ſo Intimately conjoyn'd with the 
Church ſtate ir ſelf, as Phzladelph; as were it not too long for 
the preſent purpoſe might be made out, though very vilible 
of it ſelf. ; 

7. Seeing the Trunders are fo ſerviceable to the Kingdom, 

he Church of the Reformation of the cleareſt, and moſt un- 
balm'd Acceptance with Chriſt, muſt have moſt of the 
power of the Thunders. Now Thyatyra is blam'd, tho' only 
1n Type, for ſuffering Zezebel ; Shewing it was not, nor would 
be of that Mighty vertue, Elevation and Power as to caſt her 

quite out; while oppreſſed by Popiſh Princes; though it ſe- 
parated from it; Becauſe the Time was not yet come, elſe 
it had been not a ſmall, but a great ralog againſt it; Irs laſt 
works would yet be greater towards Fezebels caſting out, then 
of the firſt Reformation; which laſt works ſo great are there- 
fore to be expected ſuddenly from - among thoſe Reformed 
Churches, though yet they arc ſuffering under Popiſh _ 


And then All Thyatyra fhall fall into the Philadelphian Church, 
having held fait, what ir had till the coming of Chriſt, that is 
till the ſucceſſion of his Kingdom : The Church of Sardezs is, 
Except in the undefiled Names blam'd throughout. The ?hi- 
ladelphian Church is alone Illuſtracred wich che un-allayed 
Commendations of Chriſt youchſafd to it; That then muſt 
have moſt of the Thunders. 

8. Secing what words the Thunders ſpake were ſeald, there 
muſt needs be a lower, and a higher ſtate, even of the Phi- 
ladelphian Church, a lower, while the Thunders words are ſeal 4; 
a higher, when they are unſeald; ſome things therefore in 
che Character of Phzladeiphia ſpeak it in a. ſtate of conflict, 
247. till the Seventh Trumpet and the ſucceſſion .of Chritts 
Kingdom; Some things ſpeak it in a ſtate of Exaltation, as in 
that Kingdom in its Succeſſion, and as of the Mitneſſes riſing 
on Mount Sion, and the.Thunders fully unſeal d. . 

9. The Sardian ſo imperfett, .or .Faded ſtate of, .and in the 
Reformation, does, as it muſt and according to this Frame of 
things ought, ſhew, that the Thunders did not make the due 
dint, and Impreffion .upon it, as we ſhall ſee. 

10. The Imperfe&ion of the Sardian ſtate, will be beſt un- 


derſtood by the oppoſition, it carries to the Graces. of the 


Philadelphian. ſtate, even now in its Conflict ; And fo the unde- 
filed Names. of the Church of Sardis may be alſo underſtood 


by their, Agreement with the Graces of the Phzladelphian . 


Church, Becauſe it is ſo much the Pattern. 
14. Theſe things are ſtritly, and critically to be applyed 


to the Church-ſtates, and nor to Jr_—_ perſons; but as . 
ruly Philadelphian graces; .

tical Zomſm, and Imagery, as leading to thoſe ſpiritual ſenſes .

12. The Kingdom of Chrift waking its way by mighty pow- 
ers of Tk m1 by theſe Thunders ſounds; And theſe 
Thunders having been usd by God to produce the Reformed 
Chnrches; and of feveral Elevations according to the deeper 
dints, and Impreffions, or participation of theſe Thunders in 
their general, only, or particular diſtin& ſounds; All this 
having been already layd down, it may be very neceflary 


that we may judge the better of the ſtate of the Reformed 


Churches to confider, and Contemplate theſe Thunders in their 
moſt diſtin, and Articulate ſpeakings: For it is certain, rho' 
they were ſealed in this Yiſion, yet they are to be found in a 
Pifron of this Prophecy under the Sevemh Trumet,' that is to 
_ to the Kingdom of Chrif in Glory. 
nd further, there are ſome things in them, that are to 
be aſpir'd to by the Churches of the Reformation now; Tho' 
there are others to be waited and prayed for at the end of 
the Half Time, or at that Seventh Creams By a very brief 
proſpe over them as they lye before us, c. 14. I ſhall there- 
ore ſo Repreſent them. | 
Thunder 1.. The firſt Thunder is, the, as it were, new Song 
played, or _ to the 144000, or the Witneſſes appear- 
ing on Monnt Z270n with the Fathers Name on their Foreheads. 
Now this Song, becauſe it is only, as a New ſong is to be un- 
derſtogd, as the higheſt Key of Goffel Truth, even that great 
Song of Redemption ; For it was learn't by the Redeemed from 
the Earth; who are in the pureſt, and moſt ſeparate ſtare from 
the Apoſtaſie z For they are Yirgins,nor defiled with women, the Syms 
bol of the Whoredoms of Babylon; They care refignd up per- . 
fetly to thc Lamb, Following bim, wherever he goes; They are 
Redzem'd from among men,fromthe conimon ſtate of Mankind, 
and are the firft Fruzts to God, and to the Lamb; thar is the 
Philadelphian ſtate in its Heighth ; before the New Feruſalem 
comes down upon it; and there is no Guile, no Antichriſtian 
falſhood in their Months, but they are without any blame 
before Gods Throne; This .is the higheſt Philadelphian ſtate of 
the Reformation Reform'd; at the Riſing of the Witneſſes, at the 
end of Half Twme, and of th 1260 days, when the Thunders 
ſhall be unfeaPd; This ſtate indeed cannor be attain'd yet; Bur 
the treareſt participations of it are in the preſent Philadelphian 
ſtare, andyer in eyery thing poſſible, it is co be aſpir'd to by 
all the Reforn'd. |

miſſion, that is to communicate men with rhe Everlaſting

Thund. 3. Conjoyn'd: with this univerfal Preacher is the v.8+- 


fecond ' Angel proclaiming Babylon fallen, even that Babylon, 
that at that Time: Reign'd over the Kings of the Earth, and is 
born up by the Papacy to this day; This is then to be ſpo- 
ken with a full Yoice, which many Reform'd have been ſcru- 
pulous hicherto in declaring, But then it ſhall be pronoun- 
ced with the Yoice of Thunder, and it is united, as it were irt- 


one, with the Yoice of the Everlaſting Goſpel; that the Hour of 
his Judement, or Government is come ; Becauſe if Babylon had: 


not been fallen, the Hour of hzs Kingdom could not. have been:

the Kingdoms of the Lord and of his Christ, and till this Trumpet, 


the Philadelphian Church ariſes not into its own heighth. _ 
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The Prophetic Hiſtory of the Reformation ; 

Thund. 4. Immediately upon the Fall of the City, (the Third 
Angel Expreſſes a certain order, Another and Another, and a 
Third making a Fourth) For the Firſt Another, muſt have one 
before it of the ſame kind ; not Angel, but Voice or Thunder 
UnſeaPd; And this Fourth Voice Denounces the Dreadfulneſs 
of the Judgment upon the Worſhippors of the Beat. The Beaf? 
that Carries the City, and the City cannot be divided; and fo 
one follows Cloſe on the other : Burt the Dodrine of this 
Thunder did not now begin to be'true, But in the opening 
of theſe Thunders Ir is now firſt fully Proclainrd; And the 
whole ſtate of things, which cannot now, ſhall then Proclaim

The Fifch Voice from Heaven, of Thunder, 
Teaches the Bleſedneſs of the Firſt Reſurreffion ; Concernin 
which, the Spirit (in a parentheſis) ſays; Ic is juſt now at Hand 
or from hence forth according to Revel. 20. Even of all the 
Dead in Chriſt, whom God will bring with Him, 1. They. 4. 14. 

Thund. 6. The Sixth is an Earneſt Supplication to the 
Crowned Lord of the Harveſt for the Reaping the Earth, or Ga- 
thering the whole Harveſt of the World by the Abundance 
of the Jews and of the Gentiles Converted ; And this Petition 
is declard Heard; and Anſwered ; For the Earth was Reapd, 
which ſhows the mighty power of this Thander Unſeal'd. 

. Thund. The laſt dreadful Thunder is the Treading f the 
Wine-preſs of the wrath of Almighty God in Vengance on his Ene- 
mies; Their Wine and Cluſters are of Sodom, and their Grapes the 
Grapes of Gomorrah, according to that Ancient Prophecy of Moſes. 

heſe Three laſt Thunders call for Earneſt prayers, and 
free Supplications; which is all we can do, and the more we 
do ſo, the Higher we are in the Reformation; but however 
till cheſe Tournders arc in aCtion, the Kingdom of Chriſt is Eſtop'd. 
Now in theſe Thunders Seald, It is moſt Evident, the King- 
dom of Chriſt muſt be under Suſpenſton ; For ſeeing Chriſts 
Kingdom mov's not by outward Force, or at leaſt not by out- 
ward Force Alone, but by the mighty power of Divine 
'Truth; How can it be otherwiſe, but that while ſuch migh- 
c/ and wonderiul TI ruths, and Concernments of his Kingdom, 
| as 
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' Bock, the Thunders deriyed a rhings, They ſpoke in order 


Or the Reformation to be Reforned. 


as theſe were Reſtrain'd in the Sealed Thunders ; the Kingdom 
muſt be Eſtopd ; And when theſe Thunders are Oper'd; The 
Kingdom cannot but be in its mighty Adivity of Succeſſion, 
and in order to its Glory: And with a Fore-ſfight of this migh- 


ty Voice of God in the power of Truth to be Reſembled by 


Thunders , 1cannot but think ; David in a whole Pſalm, Cele- 
brates Thunders, as the Yoice of God in many mighty EffeQs. 

Having thus fully Remark'd on the Types of the Thunders, I 
now come in the ſecond place in due order to conſider the 
Church-State in the Reformation, Succeeding the Feet of Clay ; and 
that more particularly under Reformed Princes, and States; ac- 
cording to the ſecond Type, joyn'd with the Third ; that Is, 
the Book, that was Open 1n the Hand of the Angel, and after 
Retir'd, and Enclosd ; and thereupon a Commiſhon to Pro- 
thecy again; And therein I am to ſhew, that in it there is aclear 
Signification; The Reformation 1s but in an Imperfe& State, as 
yet: and that It ſhall certainly at the End of Half Time, be, as 
it were a new Reformation. 

The Type of the Bock is therefore diligently co be conſider'd; 
For it is the Bookof the Kingdom Seal'd at the Death of Chrijt,when 
Viſion, and Prophecy were Seafd: The Szales were Gradually 
open'd under the Pagan Emperors by the Blood of the Lamb, by 
the word of his Teftmmony, by his Saints not Loving their Lives 
unto Death, as hath been already Diſcourſed : and the Seals 
were all Vnſealed in the Chriſtian Empire, when the Kingdom of 0: r 
God came into Appearance. Bur then the whole Courſe of 
the Six Trumpets, and of the Antichriſtian State, which were 
Lamentation, Mourning, and Wee, were written init, within, and 
without, as in Exzekgels Roll; All which were to have theit 
Courſe, before It Oper'd into the Kingdom. 

Art the Morning of the Half Time, There remain'd nothing 
written, but the Remaining pu of the Witneſſes Sackcloth Pro- 
phecy; before the Kingdom of Chriſt would be in Succeſſion by the 
Witneſſes Riſing, and its Grand Concurrents, at the Seventh 
Trumpet Sounding, when the Book would be fully = : So near 
therefore to the Fulfilling of all things written in the Bock, and 
at the Remaining of none of the Time, Times, or ſo much as 
Half Time Entire ; The Angel had the Book Open in his Hand. 

And as it were out, of the Book, wherein the Kingdom was 
written, He makes the Loud Cry of that his Kingdem, as the 
Lyon of the Tribe of Judah, and fo out of that Cry from that 
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53 The Prophetic Hiſtory of the Reformation ; 
to that Kingdom; The Kingdom and the Book of the King- 
dom being always the ſame. 

But when the Thunders words, as they are call'd, Dan. 12. 
9. and in this Prophecy (The things which they ſake ) were 
Commanded to be SeaPd ; which was the firit ſtay ofthe King- 
dom, after this its Appearance; And when the Angel had 
Sworn the utmoſt Time of this Eſtoppage wiz. Till the Seventh 
Trumpet, Then the Book it ſelf, from whence the Thunders 
were taken by the Mediation of the Angels Ery, was conveye 
ed into Secrecy alſo ; And this Secrecy was the Belly of t 
Prophet, And a Commiſhon was given to Prophecy again, 
with this Expreſs fignification ; Zobn ſuſtaining the perſon of 
the a4. hs whoſe Hiſtory of whole Prophecy for 1260 days 
Immediatly Enſu'd, ought to Prophecy again ; wz. In regard 
of the Remaining part of the 1260 days, or Half Time. 
And fo this was to fignifie ; The Time of the delay of the 
Kingdom was ap oy Yo Remainder of the Witneſſes Prophecy, 
Ind during the Remainder of the 1260 days ; and 1o the 
Book Conceal'd, and Prophecy out of, oraccording to it conti- 
nue together, till they Open in the Ftngfes Riſtng, and Aſcen- 
ſron ruſt before the Seventh Trumpet ; And then the Kingdom 
of Cori is inits Succeſſion, ſo Prophecy ceafes in Finiſhing ; and 
the . Book of the Kingdom, and the Kmgdom open together by 
the F/ineſſecopen and Unſealed Teſtimony, and Miniſtration of 
the Thunders Unſealed alſo; when the £44000 Appear with 
the Lamb on Mount Zion. 

This is the true Hiſtory of the Sealed Book, become as in 
Symbol a Little Book in this Viſion, by ſo much being Ful- 
fild; which Book in the Seals of it, in the things writer in it,. 
within, and without, are of the ſame meaſure with the whole 
Apocelyptick Prophecy ; But the Kingdom being ſo near at the Re- 
formation, it was held Open, and then Enclogd; Ar the 
Succeſſrox of the Kingdom of Chriſt, It ſhall be fully Open, and 
fo.lye Open for Ever. : 

And thus there is indeed the Book Propbecy diſtin from 
the Church Wager) ; Bur it muſt needs begin at the Seals; For 
the Opened Seals 
of the Kingdom, and ſo to the Prophecy of the Kingdom accord- 


ing to the Bock : And there can-be no difference between the- 


Bogkz c..5, and c. 10. Except its being call'd a Little Book, which: 


were Eſſential to the Kingdom, ſo to the Book 
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is nodifference, bu: moſt Agreeable to the Symbol of fomuch of 
it Fulfil'd, as was juſt now noted ; So the Remainer was Little. 

' Now that which will Redound to us from this Type of 
the Book Open, and then Enclos'd, as in Relation to the 
Kingdom of Chriſt; is. 

1. That there was a neceſſity of the Sealing the Thunders ; 
For ſach mighty powers of the World to come, in the diſplay 
of themſelves, mult needs haye brought forth the Kingdom 
o _ which 1s tle World to come; If they had not been 

eal'd, 

But becauſe, there was yet ſo much written zn the Book to be 
Accompliſh'd in order to that Kingdom ; The Bock could not 
be Open'd, as Fulfifd in that Grand Effet. Bur it was ſtill 
to be commitred to Prophecy, as was Figur'd by the Prophets 
Eating it, and finding it Buter in his Belly ; Therefore the 
Thunders rſt, needs be SeaPd for that Time alfo. 

Henee it follows ; This ftate of the Reformation cannot be 
the” Kingdom of Chriſt in its Succeſſten, nor can be Capable of 
the High Acuation of the poxers of it; The Thunders can- 
not be 1n their Operation, or at work, becauſe the Kingdom 


of Chriſt cannot yet come. 


2. Thoſe Witneſſes of the Church of Thyatyra, or of the Re- 
formed Churches under the Popiſh Princes, yet united with the 
Feet of Clay, cannot but be in Sackcloth, and not Riſer ; 
For the Kinzdom of Chrift hath no Appearance of Succeſfion 
there ; Though in thoſe Reformed Churches mighty powers of 
the Thunders firſt Speaking ſtill ſhew forth themſelves. 

But what the Thunders then ſpake, hath been ever fince fo 


Seal'd, and ſhall be ; That they cannot prevail, as they did 
at the firft Reformation ; Bur as if the Thunders were to open 


again firft among them; Their /ſt works are to be expected 
Cheazer than the Firſt, as Chriſt hath Fore-roPd : As yet 
then they arc under a necefficy to ſuffer Zexebel, whch _ 
ſhall not then be. All which hath been before Intimated, 
but is hereby in this Reaſon of it further Explain'd. 
* 3. There cannot be even in the beft Reformed Churches, and 
under the moſt Reform'd Prince, Princes, or States, ſuch a per- 
fetion of the Reformatien, as ſhould bring the Kingdom of 
Chriſt into a Succefhon among them ; For if it were ſo in 
Succeſfion in one place, It would Immediatly fpread every 
where z whereby we know, It is m_ ſo in Succefſion any _ 
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6o The Prophetic Hiſtory of the Reformation ; 
And becauſe the Book 1s ſo enclos'd, as not Fulfild, and the 
Thmders thereupon Seald, we know, it cannot be ſo. 

4- So much of the Kingdom of Chriſt, as appears in the Re- 
formation, or ofthe Enjoyment of the Goſpel, 1s to all the ſer- 
vants of Chriſt, as the Book ſweet in the Mouth, But what is 
wanting, 1s as the Book bitter in the Belly; whether in Regard by 
of Remaining Darkneſs, and Impurity; or in Regard of Af- 

AiQion,and Remaining Sackcloth; All which cauſes a High Va- 
lew, of what they enjoy ; And earneſt Faich, Hope,and Pray- 
cr, for what they want, are in Action. 

5. By way of Alluſton, It may be added ; The Book Hidden 
in the Prophets Belly ſhews, how little Prophecy would be under- 
ſtood, during the Sealed Thunders ; And that thoſe whom God 
Enclines, and Enables to Read, find a Sweetneſs in the Mouth, 
or in declaring, what they have found; But in regard of the 
unwelcome Reception by Hearers, It Returns, as not well En- 
tertain'd, with Bateraeſs into their cn Boſomes. 

But I offer this only by way of Allufion; For the ſecond: % 
Thunder, firſt ſpeaking and then Seatd, gives the moſt ſub- 
ſtantial Reaſon ; why Prophecy is either ſo well, or no better 
Read, or Heard ; Even becauſe, that Thunder did ſpeak, there: 
hath been fince the Reformationall along, ſome light Concern- 
ing this Kingdom, and the Prophecies of it; But it is no greater a 
light; Becauſe That new Miſfon of Prophecy, of that Excellent 
order of the Everlaſting Goſpel, is not yet gone out, or the Bock 
open in the Succeſſion of the Kiagdom; All which ſhballcome 
to paſs in its own Scafon, and that yery ſhortly, to Inlight- 
en this ſhade. 

And fo I come to the laſt point of Judgment upon the Re- 
formation by its Types, viz. By an InſpeRion into the Types of 

- the Churches of the Reformation, under Reformed Princes alſo ; 
which as I have before laid down, are Sardis and Philadel- 
3bia; wherein it will appear the Kingdom of Chrifl is under Sus- 

_—_ and Eſtoppage, even by the compare of theſe Two 

UYCNES. 

Now lt is moſt Evident by this Prophecy, and by all other 
Prophecy ;. The Kingdom of Chriſt conſiſts in twothings, 1. All 
Purity, Holyneſs, Spirituality, Heavenlyneſs, as the Intrinfick, 
or inward Form, Spirit,an Coafticu tion of it;and 2. In an Illu- 
Krious Appearance of Happineb, peace, and Viſible Greatneſs, . 
and Exccllency, as the outward Attendant Glory. If then, 

: and ; 4 
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and ſo long as theſe two ſtand divided; and that there is the 
greateſt ourward Appearance of power and Luſtre, where 
there is leaſt of Inward purity, and Spirituallity ; and moſt In- 
ward purity, and Spirituality, where there 1s leaſt outward 
power and Luſtre; So long we may know, the Kingdom 
0 as is under a Suſpenſion, and Abatement; Even although 
t hath made ſome Appearance. 

Thus It was during the Pagan Empire ; There were High 
meaſures of purity, and of rhe power of the Goſpel, but 
then the outward Appearance was dark, Gloomy, and 
under ſuffering, and Perſecution ; The Kingdom of Chriſt is 
therefore Repreſented under Seals.. And till thoſe Seals were 
Oper'd, Ir could not. Appear. 

In the Chriſtian Empire, the Seals were Opened, and the Church 
having an outward Glory in that Imperial State, and the Apoſta- 
cy not yet Riſen to a Throne ; The Kingdam of our God 1s ſaid 
to be Come, viz. only in an Emblem of itſelf; not as it then 
was, but as it ſhall Come; Butbecauſe the Apoſtacy was now 
Riſen to a Synagogue of Satan, and that the Church was taking, 
its Flight into the Wilderneſs, therefore the Kingdom of Chriſt 
was under an Eſtoppage for Twelve Hundred and Sixty Days, 
and Antichriſt ſurpriz'd the outward Glory (fo far as it Ap- 
pcar'd) without the purity, and Spirituality ; And ſo Ecchpsd 
_ Kingdom of, Chriſt by his foul Corruptions of Chriſtian Re- 
2g10n, 
 _ Thus in the Reformation, there being-an Appearance of the 

Kingdom of en 4 in the power of Truth, breaking out by the 

Thunders, and the Princes of the Reformatlon Giving ſome degrees 
of outward Glory, and peace to it; tho' far below, what ſhall 
ſhine out with the Kingdom of Chriſt it (elf; we ſhall find by theſe 
two Churches Types, how the Zſtoppage ariſes; The Supreme, and: 
. Infinicely holy Cauſe is; That Jeſus Chriſt will not brin 
forth his Kingdom, till the full end of Half Time, and til 
all zritten in the Book be Accomplijh'd for it; Bur the de- 
fetive, or ſinful Cauſe is to be found in the Churches them- 
ſelves; that is, as not prepar'd, nor- rifing high enough in 
the power of Truth: asin Thyatyra, or the Reformed Churches 
under Popiſh Princes, it was a Sin of Infirmity to ſuffer Zexebel; 
and under Reformed Princes,there is a Type of ReformedChurches, 


that looſe the high Spirit of the Thunders in the Reformation; . 


a. {n:of a much higher degree, and therefore not calld, a 
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Tittle Thins; yet that Chriſt will »i/it in the mercy of a 
furcher Reformation, and not in wrath, asupon the Afoſta/te, 
as we ſhall ſce preſently. 

And theſe two ſo different Caufes concurring, we may 
plainly ſee, how the Kingdom of Chriſt is ſtay'd trom its glo- 


ry; Even when the Princes, and the Churches are both Reform'd: 


or Philadelphia, that hath evidently the greateſt Symbols of 
Purity, and of the power of T ruth, and fo of the Thunders 
hath leaſt of outward glory, and peace; For it hath leaſt 
ſtrength or Proteftion from Princes; and there appears a Syna- 
Fogue, tho! not a Throne of Sathan, that would ſhut irs door, that 
Chrit had oper'd to ir; And it keeps the word of Chrifts pati- 
ence, ſhewing, it is in a low and depreſsd eſtate, even as the 
Kingdom of Chrift yet is, in the world. 


On the other fide Sardis, that had leaſt of the power of 


Truth, had moſt of outward Glory. And to make this 
the more Apparent, it is added in Sardis; The Undefiled 
Names in it were, not only Fex, but Small, as the word Im- 
rts. 
" Here then is the ſtate of the Suſpenſion of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt in the Reformation; Either there is more of the power 
of the Kingdom of Chriſt, as in Philadelphia, and the Undefiled 
names of Sardis, and leſs of outward fender, and ſtrength;

Having thus gum the Types of the Churches of the Refor- 
mation confider'd every way, both Reform'd as Churches, and 
under Powers of the Reformation alſo; I come to argue by Rea- 
fon upon them in a ConjunCtion with the Types of the Book. 
and of Prophecy, and of the Thunders Seald, + 

x. Scing there isnothing betwixt the Apoſtacy, and the King- 
dom of Chriſt; whenever the Apoſtacy is Remoy'd, the Kingdom 
of Chriſt muſtenſue; For there can be no Vacuity, or empty 
ſpace in Prophecy on this Account. The Apoſtacy therefore muſt 
have ſome Remain, even in the Churches Refurn'd under Re- 
formed Princes : Becauſe the full Number of its Months was not 
yet Run out, nor the days of thoſe Months yet out. 


2. Scing though the ſpace of Half Time Remaining to the 


Beaſtian Kingdom is the Fundamental Reaſon of the Than- 
ders Seald ; Yet ſome Miſ-behaviour of the Churches, and Prin- 


ces 
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ces of the Reformation towards that great manifeſtation of God, 
that was in the firſt Reformation, is the faulty, Culpable cauſe 
of thoſe Thunders Seald ; T hat Culpable cauſe therefore, isto be 
found out by cloſe InſpeQion intothe Churches. 

3- When we find rwo Typical Churches of the Reformation, 
and under Reformed Princes alſo, of two very different Ele- 
vations in the Reformation; and the ſtate of one Symbo/ld to be 
that, on which the new Zeruſalem is to Come down; and the 
other very Imperfect; and not only ſo, bur even declin'd in 
the Principles, and Afton of the Reformation, as it tends to 
the Kingdom of Chriſt, All which we have ſeen in the Pa-

Yom all this It then Appears; On what Culpable, and de- 
ficient or ſinful cauſe; The Kingdom of Chriſt did not, and 
does not yet Appear in the Reformation: But the Thunders and 
their mighty powers of Truth have been, an4 yet are Seald; 
Even becauſe, as in the Chriſtian Empire, when rhe Church of 
Chriſt was ready to Appcar in Glory, and the Kingdom of our 
God to come; The Antichriſtian Apoſtacy furpriz'd it; Even thus, 
when the Kingdom of Chriſt was ready to Appear in the Re- 
—_ the Synagogue of Satan by ſome, that roo much 

avour'd it, and would Redivive, or Return it onthe Church- 
es of Chriſt, was as a great dark Cloud, falling upon the Re- 
formation, and obſcuring it, and fo ſtay'd the Kingdom of Chriſt 

trom being in its Succeſſion. a

Our next great Enquiry therefore muſt be Concerning 
the Synagogue of \ atan, what it is; and who they are, that Ap- 
certain to it, and yet are not caild exprefly, the Synagogue 
it ſelf; and how this Synagogue ſtops the Succeſſion of Chriſt's 
Kinedom, particularly with reſpe& to the Feer of Clay; how 
it Gauges the Sardian Church, and ſurprizes the ſtrength. of 
Great Princes, and Magiſtrates trom running in a full itream 
into the Philadelphiaz Channel ; So that the ſmall Names in 
Sardrs are of themſelves, and alone not potent enough to Erect 
the Phzladelphian Frame ; Although they are 1o clear in the 
Reformation, as that they, and the Churches under them, haye 
not defiled their Garments, as Sardzs in general hath done. 

That I may then find out the ſenſe of Prophecy in this 
Synagogue of Sathan in all theſe rhings, I muſt conſider ir.

But then, as It came to be in the full ſenſe Antichriſtian, and a 
profeſs d enemy to Feſus Chrift, the true Meſſiah, and his Goſ- 


pel; It became a Synagogue of Sathan, and ſo deg:nerate from- 
the ſeed of Abraham; that when that Syn gogxe ſaid, we are- 


Fews, They Lyed, and were not; Thus then it became a juſt 
and fit Symbol of the Antichriſtian Apoſtaſie, and ſo it ſtands in 
both theſe Churches, as in the general notion, giving an 


Image to Antichriſtianiſm in theſe tour particulars.

In reje&ting firſt the ſprritual Kingdom of Jeſus Chri 
WP. fn Men, and alſo his Glorious Kingdom ate - 
come; bur ſuppoſiting to it a preſent page Appearance in 
tbis world, and in the midſt of all the rruption, and ſen- 
ſuality, that is in it; And thus alſo the Synagogue did of old: 
The Kingdom of God in the ſpiritual Maniftery of Chriſt, com- 
ing as a Redeemer, and great Prophet, with a Kingdom of 
God in the midſt of them, and that would have been within 
them, they rejetted with a, deadly hatred, and ſcorn; and 
the future Kingdom, and Glory of Weſſiah they diſ-belicyed, 
becauſe not preſent, and of rhzs world. 


4. In De-ſynazogucing, or caſting out of the Church, and cauſing - 


to Dye when it roſe to a Throne the true ſervants of Jeſus 
Chriſt, who receive his preſent ſpiritual Kingdom, and wait 
for that to come, and oppoſe that Mock Kingdom of Antichriſt, 
Thus the Synagogue of old Caſt out of the Jewiſh Synagogue 
all, that Confeſs'd Feſus Chri& the true Meſſiah, and when

Let us now apply theſe things to the Prophetical Symbol 
of the Churc.) of Smyrna; when the Antichriſtian Apoſtaſie, ot 
Myſtery of Iniquity, as it is call'd; had wrought on fo far, Be- 
inning in .he -poſtles Days; that Epheſus or the firſt Apoſto- 
c Church in the Symbol, had let go its firſt Love of Chriſt in 
his pure word, That Apoſtaſie rote ſo high in the Church of 
Smyrna, as to become a Synagogue ; firſt to bring in a Low 
ſpirited Diſcourſe of Chriſtianity, compar'd with Scripture; and 
hereupon ruſh'd in a crowd of Traditional Dorines, a multitude 
of Ceremonies Introdutory of the Invocation of Saints, and 
Martyrs, keeping days, in honour of them ; Conſecrating Pla- 
ces to their Memories, and in their Names ; Feigning Miracles 
wrought by their Relicks or Bones in the duſt, to ingratiate 
theſe things to Dewntion; ſtrange and uncouth Exprcfions; 
and ſuperflicious Conceipts concerning the Dead, and Rites 
towards them; concerning the Lords Supper, Liturgies, and 
jangling Forms of Prayer ; Repetitions of the Lords Prayer, Formal, 
and Initgnificant, and moſt contrary to the vſiitution : Fop- 
peries about the ſign of the Croſs, with ſo many others; that 
Auſtyn in his Epiſtle to Januarins expreſſes, as in words of 
the ſame import, this very Synagogue come in theſe reſpcis; 
Then varieties of Yeſtments, of Poſtures, and Geſtures in Hor- 
ſhip, Bowings toward diſtinct _ made a great noiſe =

ſir inthe riſing Antichriſtianiſm, Now all theſe things ſurpriz'd 
the Kingdom of Cori, which is not Meat, and Drink, Gc. No- 
thing of Ceremony, but Righteouſneſs, Peace, Joy in the holy 
ſirit ; Theſe things therefore only prepard Sathans Throne. 
In this Synagozue alſo began Hierarchy, or Holy Rule and 
Dominion to riſe to a Top-Gallant, when the Fulneſs of the 
Bleſſing of the Goſpel, the Glory of its Miniſtry was now depart- 
ino: But without ſome extraordinary Miſſon, the Elating of 
Titles, and the Pre-lating perſons is moſt contrary to the 
expreſs Ordination of Christ ; and becomes like, as our Savi- 
our calls it, the Power, and Dominion of the Gentiles; a meer 
Power, and Dcminion without ſervice, uſe, and benefit to the 
Church; Luke 2». 25. This Hierarchic CharaQter Some always 
Carry with Domination enough ; Others may ſeem to juſti- 
fie themſelves by Temper, Moderation, and great ſhows of 
Condeſcenſion; But our Lord to obviate them, commands, 
His ſeryants ſhould not be calld Evz.yeTa& , very Good Lords, 
or —_— All their Rule muſt be Servicez The word of 
God is their ſole Rule, and Authority; Their part isonly Speak- 
ing it, which is Service, Work, v:iniſtry, Labour, All elſe in 
the Church of Chriſt is but, orderly "bony It Pleaſed the 
Apoſtles, Elders, Brethren, even the whole Church, As 15. 22. 
The Apoſtles and Elders are named firſt for orders ſake, 
but the Brethren, and whole Church are as effential in the 
Conſent, as They; Even in all things, wherein the word of 
God, and the pleaſure of rhe Holy Ghoſt is not made appa- 
rent by them, as Miniſters of it only, and commendin 
themſelyes. to Conſciences; that they ſpeak, as Oracles of Go 
from it ſelf: All elſe I ſay ought to be Philadelphian Conſenr. 
This Hierarchy is alſo moſt contrary to the Kingdom of ChriF, 
which appears only in Phzladelphianiſm, the Evenneſs, and 
Equality of Brotherlineſs; So that when the Chief fhepherd 
appears and gives to the Elders, Enfamples of the Flock, nor 
Lords, the Crown of Life, that Fades not away, All the Flock 
are made Kings and Pri:ſts. So the Philalelphianiſm and 
Equality, or Parity, where there is higheſt order, is yet pre- 
ſerv'd; But yet more ſtrange, if it can be more, where all 
is ſo - much, ſo is a Sym-Presbyter. above another Presbyter ; 
And Peter, except not his Titular, but real Apoſtolical Mif- 
fion, was no more; This therefore was properly the Luciferian 
Pride of Sathans Synagozue, who was Aicending on the ſides of 
the North to the Throne. In.

In this Synagogue therzfore Regan the great Claſhes about 
Titles, Precindts, Diſtricts, Primactes of this or that Patriarch; 
Things utterly unknown tothe Humility, and Simplicity of 
Chriſt's ſpiritual Kingdom now ; and that will vanith in the 
Succeſſion of his Kingdom to come, and be ſwallowed up in the 
univerſal Glory of all his Miniſters, and Saints in that King- 
dom, 1n its perfe& Glory. | 

Further in this Synagogue Began a zeal, as for a Meſh 
in this worlds Glory, in a pompous Equipage, and Retinue z 
Splendid Houſes and Entertainments, diſguisgd under an 
piſcopal Hoſpitality, but far trom that of the Apoſtles Inten- 
tion, a matter only of this worlds Grandieur, and Port; And 
now began that Glorious Kingdom of Chrift to come to be 
counted a Mzilſenarian Herefe ; even as the Epiritual Kingdom 
too mean, and ſimple; Now the Hierarchy began to claſp a- 
bout Humane Governments, to put in for a ſhare, to Proteſt. 
their Right to at leaſt a Zoynt-Lardſhipover the world; to make 
up a Conjunfion with the Feet of Iron, as Clay; a Junfture 
nigh at Hand, in the Yicar of Chriſt ro become a Ceſar in 
Chriſts Right; This brought in, and Hallowed the Love of thrs 
Preſent World, even in the midſt of Chriſtian Religion, du- 
ring the Patzence of Chriſt for his Kingdom, which is great- 
eſt Antichriſtianiſm; And the example hath mightily prevail'd 
to this day; So that extreme Ambition, and Covetouſ- 
neſs are become Sacra Fames, by Holy Perſons and Prelates 
reaching ſo earneſtly after, and graſping theſe things ſo 
cloſe ; And it will prevail, till the Apoſtaſies Laſt Days or 
nights of its Moons be expird; ſuch Holy perſons were then 
gazd upon, and had in Admiration; not ſo much for Holineſs 
as for Advantage ſake; not ſo much for the Image of Chriſt 
upon them, as for their Scituation Theſe were toarrive to, 
in Nebuchadnezzar's great Image, whole Brightneſs was excel- 
tent, -and its form Terrible ; ſo that it Tempted worldlings, 
and ſtrangers ro Chriſtianity, ro _ Give me but one of 
your Herarchic preferments, and I will be one of you : Here 
og began to become a Fable of profit, and worldly 

ory. 

Laflly, now began to riſe in this Synagogue the Sons of Thux- 
der, bur not of the Thunders of this Yijioa we have been up- 
on 3 but rather of the Bruziſh Thunder, of the cauſleſs curſe,, 
that ſhall nit comez I mean the Excommunicators, the De-ſyna-

goguers, or the caſters of Men out of the Church, For now 
this dreadful Rod began to be fo miſplacd, and the Saints, 
as Hereticks, and Sciſmaticks to Bleed under it; That it came 
now to be rather the mark of pure Chriſtiamty, then of an 
offender againſt the Rules of it ; So that from that Time 
to this day it hath been debauch'd into an Ecclefraſtical En- 
gine, and cannot be recover'd, till a New Reformation. And 
to repair the loſs of Awe, and want of Efficacy upon conſci- 
ences, it began now to entwiſt ir ſelf with the Civil Arm, 
or power ; that ſo thoſe Thunders might Roar more to the 
urpole. p | 
F his Synagogue, as it ſtood in the days of the Church of 
Smyrna; 1account from the Memories of the Dioclefian Martyrs 
to the very days of the Apoſtafie rifing to a Throne, or the 
beginning of the Witngjes 1260 days; when the Beaſtian Peo- 
ple firſt came into the outward Court, in order to erc&t him 
a Throne in that outward Court, calld often the Temple;

I come therefore to the third Thing, the Prophetical ſymbol 
of this Synagogue in the Church of Philadelphia. 

3. The Synagogue of Sathan in the Church of Philadelphia 
aroſe on this wife; Some of firſt Reformers obſerved, that the 
Antichriſtian Apoſtaſie had ſince the Time of the Four firſt Coun- 
cels (as they ſpeak) Amaſſed, and heap'd up corruptions, 
and fouleft pollutions in do&rine, worſhip, _ their Hierars 
chic Government, as well as in matters of pra&tice; which in 
the Language of Prophecy was ſuperſtruCting, -or ſetting a 
Throne of Sathan upon the Synagogue of Sathan, and fortiry- 
ing this Throne of Sathan into an Ancient Kingdom by thoſe 
Helliſh Policies, applyed to all purpoſes; which the Prophecy 
calls depths of Sathan, as it were the Arcana Imperii, or 
the Cabals of the Conclave : Thoſe firſt Reformers, either out 
of Prudence, ( as they thought ) not to remove all at once ;

or being really perſwaded of the good ſtate of things in the. 


Chriſtian C burch 1o tar; There they ſet the bounds of Primi- 
tive; It reached ſo far, ard no farther: They then modeFd 
a Reformation, at firſt at leaſt, that ſhould remove all that 
had entred fince that Time, and Left the Reſt ſtanding. 

Or if they turn'd out fome courſer things, that at leaſt 
bid very tair for invocation of Saints, and veneration, though 
not worſhip of their Images ; They receiv'd in other things 
of a finer Thred, though of an after date; eſpecially re- 
lating to Furiſdiffion, and the defiled Springs of Profit, ri- 
fing trom thence: Now what the firſt Keformers might pru- 
dentially contrive, not to do all at once; Their Poſterity ſo 


approv'd, as to coninue to this day as a ſtandard for all.

Thus there remain'd the Loſs of the true, cloſe praftical, 
as cas methods of Preaching,and Prayer according to the 
mo 


concerntul Points of the Intereſt of Conſciences; borh as 
to matter and manner given us in Scripture; There remain'd 
Liturgies and great Quantities of Ritualiſm; An Exalted tate of 
Hherarchy remained in a great Face of Grandieur, and Op- 


portunities of worldly wealth; very diſtant from keeping the 
Words of Chrifts Patience ; and locking faſt even the Reform'd. 


Chriſtian world into a Eclief, that the Kingdom of Chrift is 
of this world ;, and that a proſperity in it, too often, even to 
ſenſuality is an Argument of ſuch a Kingdom to be enjoyed 


here. To theſe things Others of rhe Reformers, even art firſt, . 


Remonſtrated, and continually Declared againſt; and were 
zealous of a through, and perte& Reformation according to 
the word of God; Accounting nothing Primitive, under any 
Pretenſion of being the praCtice of the Apoſtles, or Ancient. 
Chriſtians; if not to be made out by clear and evident aſ- 
ſurances from thence; And a Generation of ſuch Reformed, 
have ſprung from them, and riſen higher and higher to 
this very day, asa Philadelphian Church. BE”, 

Hereupon from the very firſt, and ſo ontothis Time, There 


hath beena Cletr in the Reformation, Earneſt Endeavours were - 


to Reduce this latter ſort of Reformers by Arguments, by Se- 
vere Reflexions upon them, as Schiſmatics; and where theſe 
would not prevail by Cenfures, Suſpenſions, and Excommunica- 
tions, all proper to a Synagogue; Now in all theſe things It 
cquld not be Ayoided, but that the Czzz] Reformed powers —_

b. Concern'd; And fo it hath hicherto been, that the Firſt 
ſort of Reformers have had the greateſt favour, and Coun- 
tenance; and the Latter fallen under diſpleaſure, as Fadtious, 
Turbulent, and even Rebellions, a ſort of men, odd, and un- 
couth, Troublers of States, and Enemies of Kings; So the Former 
were by Law Eſtabliſ/d. 

Except ſome of the Lower and leſs Puiſant Proteſtant Prin- 
ces, or States, that have eſpouſed, and ſettled by their Laws, 
the deſires of the Latter fort of Reformers. | 

Theſe things are Notorious Matters of Fatt, both in the 
Lutheran Churches, and Others; which tor honours ſake Ido 
= name, bur leaye to general knowledge, and Recolle- 

lon. | 

Now with what eaſe do all theſe Things run into the 
Mould of Prophecy > For here is firſt the *ynacogue of Sathan, 
that the Antichriſtian Apoſtaſie hath ſo far ſurmounted by its 

. Throne, and by its Depths, as to make no account at all of 
as Catholick, as they call it ; that he who will be a Catholick 
no further, They Damn him as a Heretick; and though they 
Hold it as their own; and it is indeed fo far as it went, in 
the eſteem of Prophecy, the very propriety of the Antichriſti- 
an Apoſtaſie, and not the Right of ſo much; as the Firſt ſort of 
Keformers, as I ſhall preſently ſhew. 

But yet this Synagogue by that kind of Reformers is endea- 
yourd to be vindicated, to be given, as the true Pattern of 
the Reformation; to which All are to Conform, and is there- 
fore argued fo carneſtly upon by them, to Reduce both Pa- 
piſts and Schiſmaticks to it ; And fo it is Rediviv'd; Ir is brought 
—_—— the ſtage of Time in all the particulars betore 
named. 

This projets, or caſts by its ſhade a Sardian Church, made 
ſplendid, and beautiful by the favour of the greateſt Re- 
_ Princes, and ſo draws the multitude to it ; But here- 

y the true principles of the Reformation, at which it began 
are Forgotten; and the T« Avroe the things that Remain, an 
are in order to the Kingdom of Chriff, are ſuffer d to be ready 


to Dye. 

The Philadelphian Door, or the latter ſort of Reformers Free- 
dom of Dudrine, Worſhip, and Diſcipline is endeavour'd to 
be ſurprizd, and ſhut; except in Thoſe Few, and Small States, 
that haye by Lay Eftabliſh?d them, and their Frame of Re- 
formation.

It muſt needs have been done; For Philadelphia having ſuch 
a Synagogue over it had but * Little outward Strength from 
Princes, to ſuſtain it ; whereas the Glory, the worldly Gran- 
dieur, the ate = the to be Acknowledg'd Piery of many 
of that Synagogue, their Intereſt in Government and Fayour 


wich Nobles, and People were all ready ro Over-bear ir; 


had not the Key of David been on its fide: And He thar 
faid, I have ſett before Thee an open Door, and none can Shut 
it, hath taken care, it hath not yet, it ſhall neyer be done, 
but Another State ſhall enſue, as I am to ſhow. For He 
will keep his word in the behalf of them, that have Kept 
hzs word and not Denyed his Name ; and have been his I/it- 
zeſſes in Sackcloth againſt this Synagozue; And then He will 
keep their main Frame and Conſtitution as according to 
his Word and Name, from that very Hour of Temptation, that 
ſhall remove All Things, not Agreeing with that Mord, 
and Neme; which Things indeed haye in great degree hi- 
therto filld Al! the Earth. | 

Now whoever ſhall conſider, how theſe known and un- 
'doubted Matters of Fad? Indent with Prephecy, and ſhall duc- 
ly conſider them,can I Think, hardly Believe,butthat Prophecy 
was prepar'd for them; or if He can gain of Himlelt not 
to think ſo; Yer He cannot but think, Ir is very unhappy, 
or rather, if He favour, what Prophecy favours, Happy ; 
Every Thing in Event ſhould find fo proper a place, and 
Reception-in the Symbols of R_—_ 

Now herein let us behold the Great Myſtery of Prophecy, 
and Divine Providence in this Laſt Age, iz. Since the Refor- 
mation in bringing Things to paſs according to it. 

The Reformation was ſuch an Appearance of the Kingdom 
of Chrift, that was under a peculiar diſpenſation, and un- 


der ſome ſuch Symbols Agreeable, as affur'd ir could never 


be Recalld. 

And yet the Antichriſtian Afoſtaſie was to have, as much as 
could be in a confiftency with fuch an Appearance, the full 
Remnant of irs Half Time, or 42 Months, and the Witneſſes 
their Sackcloth the Full of the 1260 Days.

Becauſe the Book of the Kizzdom Contain'd that full Half 
Time of the Beaft, and the Remainder of the 1265 Days; 
che Thunders as mighty Powers of Truth in- their Articu- 
late Declarations are itay'& or SeaPd; as harh been ſaid; the 
Book is Enclosd, Prophecyconrinues, and the Kingdom of Chrift is 
Eſtopp'd, and the Church Ecclipsd partially, eyen within the 
Reformation, - 

Hereupon Sathan obferves this Opportunity, and makes. 
the beſt of it for his Kingdom, yer Þ ing to Hin, He ob- 
ſery'd his Kingdom or Throne Rebared beyond Recall, 
and his Depths Proclaim'd. to-be the Depths of Sathan ; of thefe 
He delſpaird; Burt He conliderd, his Synagogue was Fram'd, 
during the Chriſtian Empire, before the Hpoſtafi entred with 
its Thick, and Foul Corruptions; that it had the plauſible- 
neſs of the Eller Times of Chriſtianity, And yet, that it was 
an Efſſcntial part of the Apoſtaie, and was his own Syn- 
nagozuey and that in Regard of it in irs own proper Time, 
The 144090. were Seal d as ſoon as ever Heatheniſm was 
Demolith'd; and the Churches Fhght into the Wilderneſs was 
declar'd, as ſoon as ever the _ Child was Caught up to 
che Throne of God, borh- importing the very beginning of that 
Chriſtian Empire ,, And alfo thar it was Guilded over with his 
fo often prov'd, Succeſsful Temptation; the Glory of thzs world 
going along with it; wherein his Kingdom ſo much confiſts. 

God now leaving the Reformed Churches to themſelves, as 
at large, and in general, to prove Them, and to See, what 
was in their Hearts; Sathan ſo prevail'd, that his Synagogue: 
was Recommenc'd by a ( They ) that took rhe parr of ir, 
as. not of the Apoſtaſie, but of the Primitive, pure Chriſtzamty , 
Hereby the Bea hath ſome Appearance of his own Apo- 
Raſie, as anew, but ſo Refrated, and Attenuated ; that while 
it is his Synagogue, it--is not his Kingdom, and He Hates it, 
divided from that: Andrthere is a Reſemblance in the Hie- 
rarchy, even- of the Reformation, of the Feet of Clay; bur yet 
They are notthoſe Feet ; And the Witneſſes even under this 
Synagogue, as Philadelphian, though not as Reform'd ns | 
have been: under Suf-rin s, Incredible to be Inflited by Re- 
formed jowers, either Civil, or Eccleſiaſtic; had not this Syna- 
£ogue of Sathan Impos'd upon them, an

All this notwichſtanding,the Reformation, even by the (They) 
of this Syn4gegue, as both Prophecy, and Providence hath ſhown 
us, hath been ſecur'd ; as we are now to Behold, by ſtri- 
iy comparing the Propherical mentions of this Synagogue in 
the Church of Smyrna, and in the Church of Philadelphig. 

I know ich Chrift to the Church of Smyrna, the Blaſthemy 
of Them,which ſay.They are Jews,and are not; But They are the 
Synagogue of Sathan, To the Church of Philadelphia Chriſt 
ſpeaks thus, I will make Them of the Synagogue of Sathanz 
the Synagugue of Them, as is to be ſupplyed, or as in a 
Parentheſis, who ſay, They are Jews, and are not, but do Lye, 
Behold 7 will make them to come, and Worſhip, 8c. 

The Interpretatian I give of theſe Two ſpeakings of Chriſt 
is; That in the firſt, there was the proper Synagague of Sathan 
in its own juſt Time, and order, before the Fhrone, and 
before the Depths of Sathan , In the Latter Chriſt only fpeaks 
of Them, who were on the {ide, of the Juſtifying party of 
that Synagogue, as if it, were not a Synagogue of Sathan, but the 

Church pure. | 

And for ſuch Interpretation I give this Proof, The An- 
tichriſtian Apoſtaſie is one entire Thing with it ſelf; and con- 
liſts of thoſe only, whoſe Names are not Written in the Lambs 
Book of Life, They were therefore in the firſt Forkings of 
the Myſtery of Iniquity in the Apoſtles Time ; in Epheſus Leav- 
ing its Firf# Love, in Smyrnd's Synagogue, Sathans Throne, and 
Thyatyra's depths of Sathan, One entire Body, and of one Spi- 
rit ſo far, as they could either reach forward, or take hold 
backward ; as the Papiſts do this day, contending ſo earneſt- 
ly, that all backward to the Apoſtles Times are their own; 
and All, in whom was the Poxer of the Apoſtaſie, were in- 
deed ſo; They that were ſo many Ages backward, Reach'd 
forward by the Spirit of Apoſtaſie to the Throne and Depths; 
But good Men in All Ages, however in ſome part deceiv'd, 
yet in the main Ozercame and were not of that Spzrzt of the 
Ajoſtaſie. 

But now, They who have Liv'd ſince the Reformation, 
and look art preſent on the Depths of Sathan, and abhor them ; 

* and on the Throne of Sathan backward, and ar preſent, and 
utterly deteſt it; Alkhough They are Deceiv'd in Allowing 
too much of the Synagogue, and in bcing too much upon 


the ſide and part of vindicating it in ſuch Things.

men, though ſomewhat Blacken'd with being in the Tents 
of Kedar; and as to bad Mcn, who in a Land of Uprightneſs 
deal Perverſly, and will not Behald the Majeſty of the Lord. 

. Laſtly, Philadelphia it ſelf is Admoniſh'd to Held faſt, that 
None may . Take its Crown, which ſeeing the Church ſtate is 
by Chriſt fo ſecur'd, is eſpecially an Admonition to per- 
- ſons, not only in particular, but eyen in their Generality,; 
Leaſt They become Dead, Languid, and Formal in their Pro- 
* feſſwon , leaſt They grow Senſual, Carnal, and vain-Glori- 
ous, Spiritually proud, or Lovers of the Preſent world, and Con- 
- form'd in their Spirits, Manners, and Faſhions to it; lea(t 

They are Rigid, Conſorious, even above Chriſt HimſelF, 
- towards Sardzs, and Them of the Synagogue; whom Chritit 
. will convert and not deſtroy. For thus though the Phla- 
delphian State it ſelf, ſhall never have its Door ſhut; The 
New Jeruſalem ſhall come down upon it; Yet an Age, a Ge- 
neration, a Time of ſuch perſons may be Thruſt out, and 
: others taken into their places; even into the ſame Phzladel- 
- phiax State, which they were of; and ſo great Numbers may 
Leſe the Crown of the New Jeruſalem coming down upon them 


as their peculiar Glory ; nay, and if they do not m—_ 


may looſe for ever their portion in it; For many ſuch Fr 
are Laſt, and the Laſt Firfl, even many ſuch Children of the

I Conclude therefore; the preſent Low State of the Refor- 
. mation, and Particularly the O14 Synagogue, that hath been play'd 
back upon it with its Rituals, its Liturgyes, its Ceremontes, Its 
Hierarchy, its worldly Grandieur, and Falſe Thunders, ſhall be 
perfeftly Remov'd of from all the Churches of Chriſt inthe 
World; Yea whatever of them is found upon thoſe fo dark 
Rudera, or almoſt Effacd mentions of Churches in the Eaſtern 
-or Remoter parts of the world, ſhall be Remov'd, even as 
' the Papa'y, and Manomataniſm themſelves; and this by a new 
order of Tounders, not trom bencath, but from above; that 
ſhall in the dayzs of the Seventh Angel Coming quickly to ſound, 
make a ſpeedy Preparation for the Kingdom of our. God. 

| In the mean Time, from all that hath been ſpoken, I 
-would Recommend theſe Few Inferential Coro{arzes. 

Coroll. 1. We ought not to wonder, that Things are ſo Low, 
. as we yet ſce Them, -either in the State of Chriſtian Religion, 
or in the Keformation; Becauſe T he Kingdom of Chriſt is nor 
| b$ in its Succeſſion ; Then Chriſtianity, and the Reformation, as 
 Uniced into one pure :Religion ſhall Riſe, and be ſtill Riling 
into Full Glory. 

Coroll. 2. Let us look upon the Original State of each Re- 
formed Church in the rea» or upon it, at its Firſt Reforma-

+ Till the Thunders are Unſealed, and the Buck again Open z whe- 

ther Thyatyrian, Sardian, in the general, or in, the Few Undefi- 
led Names, or Philadelphian ;, Then by thoſe mighty powers, 
working anew, and a Freſh, They ſhall be Reforwd, even 
Phyladelphia 1t ſelf intoa much Higher State. I, 
__ Coroll. 3. Whatcver Preparatory motions may Fly, as in 
the. Air; yet we have Reaſon to believe, the Grand Rewe- 
lution ot the Kingdom of Chriſt in Succeſſion can be neither 
ſooner, nor Later, than 1697. by Conſidering this Yi/ton of 
the Reformation at the Morning of Half Time, whiie it was yet 
dark ; as being the Hundred, and Eightieth Year, or the juſt 
Half. Time, from 1517. when the Reformation firſt Broke, as 
Jn the Tyilight of the Morning, in Luthers Miniſtery.

Coroll, 4. It isno Argument : The Synagogue of Sathan hathy 
no place in ſuch, or ſuch Iuſtrious RE of the Reforma- 
tron, either Lutheran, or others; Becauſe even They of the 
Synagegue are molt zealous againſt the Popiſh Apoſtaſie, and 
becauſe together with that zeal in regard of outward 
ſtrength, and favour, with Puiſſant Princesany Church may be 
call'd the Bulwark of the Proteſiant Religion. For ſo They of 
the Synagogue are according to this Prophecy te be ; For the 
Apſtafie now is not only a Synagogue, but a Throve, and ary 
Ancient Polity call'd the Roman Cat olih Church; And They, 
who cannot be for the Throne, and for the Polity, or Ca- 
#holick Roman Church, can never be now for the Apoſtaſie, as 
to. their Church State; Now They = Synazgue are Li- 
mited, and as I may ſay, ſtaunched there by Prophecy; and carr 
o no further, nor higher that way; and fo muſt be as 
reconcilable Enemies to the Apoſtaker as Philadelphta it ſelf; 
and ſo according to Prophecy Theſe have prov'd, which ve- 
ry Obſervation exceedingly juſtifies this Interpretation of it. 
And yet even theſe perſons, may have a zeal alſo for 
this Synagogue; and howeyer Theymay be admirably Learn'd, 
it may not be: in this-particular a Zeal according ro: know- 
edge. 

Gol. 5. We have here fix'd the loweſt State, ro which 
the Reformation can deſcend, as to the purity of its Church: 
States; None of the Reformed Churches can- worſhip the Beafty 
or his Image, or Receive his mark on their Forehead, or Right 
Hand, or His Name, or ſo much, as the Number of has Name, 
as ſome have much miſtaken; For even that Imports 1do- 
latry, or the Warſhip of Images; which no Reformed Church 
can bear; nor can They be that Synagogue of Sathen, nor 
fo much as of it, as it is Hz, or as united with: Hzs Throxe, 
or with Hs Depths ; But They are only of ic, or on the 

art of it, or vindicating it as not Hs; in which point 
They arc indeed miſtaken ; For Prophecy hath derermin'd,,. 
- Tris As; and therefore rhey muſt ler it go for the Philadelphaan 

State, and Refign it up to Him, whoſe Prophecy faith, Itis, 
when that perfect Reformation ſhall be. | 

Ceroll.. 6. It is therefore a great want of deep: Inſight in- 
ro Prophecy, ſo munch, as to ſuppoſe , that any part of the 
Reformed Churches can; return to Rome; For what is Reſcucd' 
Þy Chriſt, can never be Repriz'd by Aztichnif?,. fo far as it is 

eſcued. I ſpeak not of Perſons, but of States; For Perſons: 
are under another: Type of Pro as Overcomers., Or 
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their Generals: Perſons are left to the alone All diſcerning 
Eye of God in their particulars. 


' Coroll. 7. Here is Reaſon to-cry out; Oh the Depth of the 
Wiſdom and Knowledge of God in this State of the eforma- 


tzon, on Theſe Two Accounts. | 

1. In ſuffering Antichriſt tro have ſuch a Footing upon the 
Reformatien, with. Regard to -the Oath of Chriſt; That He 
thould have Time, Times, and Half Time; He hath ſo much 
therefore, as:that ſome of the Reformation ſhould be on the 
fade of his Synagogue, as if it were not his Synagogue : And 


yet becauſe it was Lawful for the Kingdom of Chriſt to ap-' 


ear in ſuch Symbols, and the Thunders to open their Mouths, 
tis no more, It can be no more, then ſuch a Being on 
the ſide of that Synagogue, and not - an entire Antichriſtian 
Kingdom, or ſo much, as the Synagogue. - 

2. That the weakeſt, and darkeſt part of the Reformation 
ſhould- ( according to the Great SanCtion, 1 Cor. 1. 26. ) 
Fall upon the Wiſe, the Mighty, the Noble, the Learned, the 
Splendid- according to the Fleſh; and according to the meaſures 
of this World, to which Gods Mizd and Heart cannot be , 
For his -:Sons Kingdom is not of it., nor is it of the Father , 
The Small Names in Sardzs, viz. the Impuiſſant Princes or States; 
and Philadelphia, that had but Small ſtrength of that Kind, 
are preferred before the Greater and more Illuſtrious Sar- 
dians,or thoſe Hierarchi#s,not the Synagogue it ſelf, but They of it. 

Coroll. 8. It is moſt neceſſary to Perſons to look to their 
particular State of Overcoming; For Men may be of the moſt 
excellent Church-ſtate, and not be Overcomers; and in eyery 
Church-ſtate, there are Overcomers of the Evil of that State ; 
Many now of the part of the Synagogue, even as of old, 
are much above the ſpirit of ic; And it is as necefſary to 
Overcome in Philadelphia, as in Sardzs ; And the priviledges 
arecqual ro the Overcomers in one, as in the other; All are of 
deep Intereſt in the New 7eruſalem ſtate ; And in every State, 
whoever Overcometh ſhall Inherit Al Things; He that Over- 
cometh. ſaith, He-that fits on the Throne, ſhall Taherit AI Things ; 
And I will be his Father, and He ſhall be my Son; They, 
who do not Overcome, whatever - Church ſtate T hey are of, 
are the Fearfyl, and Unbelieving, &c. who ſhall have their 
part in the Lake. 

Coroll. 9. There is a moſt certain, and afſured ExpeQa- 
tion of a much Higher Reformation ; And. it muſt be joyn'd 
with, and cannot be ſeparated from a much. Higher Z6- 
 Jineſs of Converſation, then we ſee now; For Chriſt ia the 
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Succeſſron of His Kingdom will not bear Prowoccations in the 
Profeflors of his Name, that in this diſtance he now bears 
with; MWickednefs caa no more, the 
Greateſt Lye againſt his Truth, have any Tolleration then; 
W hat manner of Perſons ought we theretore to be in all pre- 


Paratiou to it? 


Coroll. 10. Let him that deſires to ſearch the Great My- 


ſteries of Prophecy retire Himſelf; He that would behold 
the Apoſtaſie, as Prophecy hath drawn ir, and be perſwaded 
of ir, muſt be Carried away, as John was, by the ſpirit into the 
Wilderneſs; For the very world, even the Reformed world is 
ſo Full of it, He will certainly be deceiv'd concerning it ; 
except He be ſo withdrawn from the Manners, and Senti-. 
ments alſo of it; He that would behold the Kingdom, and 
Glory of Feſus Chriſt, muſt be Carried up by the Spirit with 
7ohn alſo into an exceeding High Mountain, For if He remain 
upon Earth, He will be Loſt in the Yulgar Errour; That 
that Kingdom is no other, but as it now riſes up in the. 
world with all the Sardian» Glory, that ſurrounds it; and 
the Herarchic Grandieur, that Ecclipſes it, while it pretends 
to bear its Glory openly, and on High; Although it be 
indeed no other, then the Print, the Feet of Iron, and of 
Clay have left behind them : But we wait, and ok for the
